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CCC CAMP TROUBLES AIRED 


Producers and Players Fail 
To Reach Contract Agreement 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 1.—A deadlock has 
been reached here between the screen 
actors and producers, with Sol Rosen- 
blatt, division administrator, trying to 
bring about an agreement between the 
two factions. It is thought here that 
the producers have chosen this oppor- 
tunity to see how much strength the 
players have lined up and will be gov- 
erned accordingly. 

The players, it is understood, will hold 
out for all of their demands, and the 
action is expected to hasten more play- 
ers to the actors’ organization, the 
Screen Actors’ Guild. The producers be- 
lieve that the actors’ strength is greatly 
overestimated and are determined to 
fight it out. 

The players’ demands include: 

A new standard contract with a clause 
providing for arbitration of all individu- 
al actor-producer differences. 


No loaning of contract players without 
their consent. 
Abolition of the call bureau.

Provision for payment for retakes after 
picture has ended. 

The right of agents to represent play- 
ers in all dealings with producers, in- 
cluding business not related to salary 
and casting.

Actors’ Emergency Outlines 


Its Objectives and Methods 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1. — Among other 
matters taken up at a meeting at the 
Union Church that ended at 3 o’clock 
this morning, the Actors’ Emergency As- 
scciation, formed of actors in the vari- 
ous theatrical relief projects, voiced ob- 
jection to the treatment the association 
has been accorded in the press, claiming 
that news was not given the prominence 
that it warranted, and that the aims and 
purposes of the organization had not 
been publicized. Members of Emergency 
agreed that, in fairness to the associa- 
tion, papers be asked to carry some ex- 
planation of its aims. 

A pamphlet distributed by the or- 
ganization itself reads, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“Government aid in the form of Work 
Relief Acting Projects and Home Relief 
prov.des for but few actors. Of the 15,- 
000 unemployed actors in New York, only 
152 were able to get’engagements in the 
first dramatic projects. Negro actors in 
whatever branch of the theater were 
totally neglected. Many actors are un- 
able to get Home Relief. 

“The theater unions are organized to 
protect the interests of the actor in the 
commercial theater and have no direct 
jurisdiction over governmental projects. 

“The Actors’ Emergency Association 
grew out of the need of the unemployed 
actors to defend their living standard 
and protect their interests. ... 

“The Actors’ Emergency Association 
succeeded in obtaining Home Relief for 
over 100 actors who were unable to se- 
cure it themselves. Thru our effort and

relief agencies (“the Actors’ Emergency 
Association has affiliated with the Asso- 
ciated Office and Professional Emergency 
Employees.”).

CINCINNATI, Dec. 3.—Myers Y. Cooper, 
honorary president of the Ohio Fair Man- 
agers’ Association and former governor 
of Ohio, was seriously injured in an auto 
accident yesterday morning near Utica, 
O. He sustained a fracture of the first 
lumbar vertebra and was put in a plaster 
cast in White Cross Hospital, Columbus, 
O., to which he was taken. 

His brother, James G. Cooper, an execu- 
tive of the Southern Ohio Horsemen’s 
Association, who was driving the car, suf- 
fered minor injuries, and two sisters were 
injured, one critically.

Revenge With Music, which Selwyn & 
Franklin brought to the New Amsterdam 
on Thanksgiving Eve, is without doubt 
the most visually gorgeous production 
in town. If it lacks the spectacular and 
gawdy trappings of The Great Waltz 
(which in itself may be considered an 
advantage) it possesses color and beauty 
to dazzle the eye and subdue the sense. 
Revenge With Music is something to 
look at. Albert Johnson, the scenic de- 
signer, and Constance Ripley, who de- 
signed the costumes, really deserve top 
billing. 


And Arthur Schwartz’s music is some- 
thing to listen to, with Howard Dietz 
contributing various amusing lyrics— 
and thus Revenge With Music fulfills 
the double function of an eye-and-ear 
show, appealing with both sight and 
sound. If When You Love Only One 
fails to be a smash song hit something 
is radically wrong with the American 
public; Never Marry a Dancer is @ 
sprightly tune with an amusing lyric; 
Think It Over is joyous and bright in 
the Spanish manner, and various of the 
others add to the gayety of at least one 
nation, notably In the Middle of the 
Night as it is splendidly sung by Joseph 
Macauley. 

In addition, there are whirling, zest- 
ful, heady dances contributed by a fine 
chorus and finer soloists, with Nunez de 
Polanco’s amazing bottle dance and 
Rosita Ortega’s two gloriously rhythmic 
castinet numbers standing out. The 
staging by Komisarjevsky is brilliant, 
and the work of a really remarkable 
vocal chorus is of a type too rarely met 
with in our Broadway musical shows. 

All of which would seem to indicate 
that Revenge With Music is quite a 
show. It is, having in fact just one 
thing wrong with it: all of this splendid 
superstructure is based upon nothing 
much at all. Mr. Dietz constructed his 
book as a loose adaptation of De Alarcon’s 
El Sombrero de Tres Picos (The Three- 
Cornered Hat to you), which, in turn, 
was based upon a Spanish folk tale. The 
result it that Revenge With Music, so 
far as its book is concerned, is merely a 
rather naughty folk anecdote, uncon- 
scionably stretched out to provide a full 
evening’s entertainment. The rather 
naughty aspects are made unsavory in 
humorless overemphasis, and as 4a 
result Messrs. Selwyn and Frank- 
lin’s splendid production has 
its edge annoyingly dulled. The story 
concerns merely the lustful provincial 
governor who storms the virtuous citadel 
of the local miller’s wife. He is repulsed, 
but the miller thinks otherwise, and so, 
picking up the three-cornered hat that 
is the symbol of authority, he visits the 
governor’s wife. In a primitive spirit of 
revenge he intends to take, as Mr. Dietz 
euphemistically puts it, an eye for an 
eye and a tooth for a tooth. To the 
governor's wife revenge seems sweet. 

Charles Winninger, late the beloved 
Cap’n Henry of the airwaves, acts the 
libidinous governor with energy and 
abandon. He fails to sing while stand- 
ing on his head (as Miss Blanche Yurka 
did in Spring in Autumn), but he does 
take a complete sousing in a mill pond 
and later gets a prop chair broken over 
his back. Georges Metaxa, as the aveng- 
ing miller, is his charmingly accented 
self, tho he has been in better voice. 
And Miss Libby Holman, one of the 
most talked-of of our lady baritones, 
plays the miller’s desperately faithful 
wife. Many, many people go into ecsta- 
sies over her, so this reporter must be 
wrong when he finds her stage presence 
annoying and her singing a bit less 
pleasant than a bassoon solo. 

Miss Ilka Chase, late of the drama, 
plays the governor’s wistful spouse and 
becomes another of our dramatic

Chair, Not Injunction, Used 
By Irate “Africana” Claimant 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Africana, Negro 
operetta by Donald Heywood that 
opened at the Venice Theater Monday 
night, had a brief but eventful career. 
It closed three nights after it opened, 
but its premiere contained the probably 
unique spectacle of an orchestra leader 
getting socked with a chair by an irate 
spectator. The irate spectator was final- 
ly removed by the police. 


The display was not an acute form of 
criticism, as some believed at the time. 
It was merely the one-man protest of a 
disgruntled collaborator. 


The incident occurred shortly after the 
curtain had gone up. With Heywood 
himself conducting, a tall and dark fig- 
ure was seen stalking down the aisle. 
Many of the customers thought at first 
that it was all part of the show, but 
that impression was dispelled when, 
after a short and fierce altercation with 
the leader, the tall, dark figure seized 
one of the chairs in the pit and brought 
it down smack across the leader’s back. 


Two policemen who were in the theater 
at the time (one, belonging to a traffic 
¢quad, must have been helping the ush- 
ers direct traffic) rushed down the aisle 
and collared the culprit, haling him to 
Night Court. 


There he gave his mame as Almany 
Deuoda Carmaro, saying he was a West 
African Negro, formerly in the French 
Foreign Legion and now a playwright 
and school teacher living at 2667 Eighth 
avenue. He said that he and Heywood 
had collaborated on Africana, and that 
his sortie into the orchestra pit had been 
@ protest against what he considered 
plagiarism. It took Magistrate Alfred M. 
Lindau quite a while to convince him 
that an injunction would have been 
better than a chair. 


Carmero said he had asked one of the 
policemen to stop the performance and, 
when he had refused, had undertaken 
the job himself.

Suit on Color Pix 
Won by Inventor 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1—A decree 
involving millions of dollars was 
awarded Leon F. Douglass, noted San 
Francisco inventor, in his suit against 
the Fox Film Corporation in the Federal 
Court here last Saturday. The decision 
went by default when the film com- 
pany, which Douglas charged had, 
among others, infringed on his patents 
for the exhibition of motion pictures 
in color, failed to file an answer to the 
suit. Federal Judge A. FP. St. Sure issued 
the decree on motion of Townsend and 
Loftus, Douglass’ attorneys. 

The suit was filed October 10 and the 
film company was given until October 
13 to answer. When the time expired 
local company officials queried the con- 
cern’s New York office and were in- 
formed “the whole matter has been 
referred to the Will Hays organization.” 

What recourse the company has in the 


case, which is expected to be referred — 


to a master for assessment of damages, 
possibly running as high as $20,000,000, 
was in doubt. A motion to set aside the 
decree, followed by filing of the belated 
answer, appeared to attorneys to be the 
only possible but unlikely course. Other 
suits were filed by Douglass in Los 
Angeles against Walt Disney Produc- 
tions, Ltd., and other Hollywood pro- 
ducers and are pending. 

Douglass in his suit asserted he first 
began experimenting with colored mo- 
tion pictures in 1912, that he first ap- 
plied for patents in 1916, that patents 
were issued in 1918 and in 1923, and 
that the proceesses used by Fox, Para- 
mount, Technicolor and other modern 
companies are all based on the prin- 
ciple he invented more than 16 years 
ago. 
The principle involved use of two 
prisms, one filtering red rays on to @ 
film and the other filtering green rays, 
followed by combining both negatives so 
obtained on one film. That modern 
methods of producing colored movies do 
not differ in material respect from this 
process was the basis of Douglass’ suit.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Approximately 
90 network programs will be the basis 
of a new series of surveys intended to 
determine how well the average listener 
is acquainted with the sponsor’s name 
and product as well as other pertinent 
information, as garnered thru the medi- 
um of some 40,000 telephone calls which 
are being made under the supervision 
of Clark-Hooper, Inc. 

Backing the survey being conducted 
by the service organization are 15 adver- 
tising agencies, several sponsors of radio 
progrems and publishers. It is believed 
that listener familiarity will prove that 
the most popular programs are not 
necessarily the best advertisements, @ 
contention held in many quarters. The 
special technique being followed in 
making the survey is expected to be 
helpful in measuring the advertising 
value of radio. 

First results are expected to be tabu- 
lated this week and if the plan is suc- 
cessful the reports may become a regu- 
lar feature at certain intervals.

a cast of more than 70. The company 
met an enthusiastic reception from 
press and box office, moving on after = 
Thanksgiving night show. At the - 
gent, Benny Meroff and band headed a 
unit show now playing Butterfield time 
in Michigan. 

Formal dances for the returned col- 
lege kids gave work to many Iccal orks, 
while night spots went bang on 
flesh acts, at least five locations in the 
city having floor shows. Talent was run- 
ning from rank amateur to imported 
pro, but it was “flesh,” and that is 
what the spectators wanted.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 3.—Helped ma- 
terially by the grinning football mobs, at- 
tendance at local theaters, night clubs, 
cafes and ballrooms has touched phe- 
nomenal heights this fall. Outstanding 
pictures and the return of vaudeville 
have helped bring consistently good busi- 
ness week after week. 

All-time records of the Orpheum Thea- 
ter were shattered recently when throngs 
fought their way in to see One Night of 
Love and a good five-act stage bill. Held 
over for a second week, with new flesh 
acts, it continued to draw heavily. For 
all cinema houses in this city the aver- 
age increase in patronage has been 5 per 
cent this autumn over last. 

Amusement tax receipts have increased 
in each of the last four months over the 
same periods in 1933, revealing that the 
rush is not entirely due to low prices. 

The San Carlo Opera Company just 
closed a successful week at the Lyceum, 
with the final presentations sold out be- 
fore curtain time.

Their grosses are higher than any time 
since liquor came back. 


Congress May Look Over 
Alleged Radio Monopoly 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The alleged 
monopoly held by the two major radio 
networks, existing in Philadelphia, may 
be the subject of a Congressional ex- 
amination, it was stated here this week 
by a Washington legislator. Of the five 
major stations in that city three, KYW, 
WFI and WLIT, are controlled by the 
National Broadcasting Company, with 
WCAU a Columbia property. 

Furthermore, Dr. Leon Levy, a CBS 
stockholder and an owner in WCAU, is 
@ general manager also for the NBC 
station in Philadelphia, KYW. Levy is 
a brother-in-law of William S. Paley, 
CBS president. 

The legislator stated: “Here appears 
to be a case where the networks are 
linked together in the control of a city’s 
broadcasting.” He also stated he be- 
lieved the Communications Commission 
would be asked to investigate the situa- 
tion regarding the moving of stations 
from one locality to another, with in- 
fluence brought in and resulting in a 
poor station being built up, allegedly, to 
extremely valuable properties.

Abe Elstein looks like the 
logical successor to Rumshinsky in the 
musical brigade of Miss Picon’s entour- 
age. He made a good job of this one. 


One in a Million is a light musical 
farce by Anshel Schorr. William Siegel 
did the adaptation and Jacob Kalich, 
Miss Picon’s manager, handled the dil- 
rectorial reins. Story concerns a hoy- 
denish daughter of a banker near the 
brink of ruin. She meets at a campus 
fete the young financier who alone can 
help daddy out of his fix. There’s much 
to do about the girl being compromised 
by a visit to the young tycoon’s pent- 
house. The usual windup, with mar- 
riage bringing daughter happiness and 
father the cash he needs badly but not 
badly enough to sell his daughter. 

Miss Picon is in fine fettle these days. 
Her clowning, which can’t be likened in 
technic to that of any comedienne on 
any stage, is superb. The musical por- 
tions are dotted with orignal Picon 
numbers, including a wow tagged East 
Side Rhapsody. In this powerful, fast- 
paced potpourri Miss Picon runs the 
gamut of emotion and characterization. 
Transposed into English lyrics it would 
be a knockout as a vaude item, where 
it will probably be found in Miss Picon’s 
next run around the circuits. 

Playing the lead next to Miss Picon is 
Muni Serebrov, a talented and nice-ap- 
pearing straight.

N LESS than three weeks the long-heralded 
40th Anniversary Number of The Billboard 
will be off the presses. in about two weeks 

most of the sections of the largest number 
ever issued by The Billboard will be put to 
bed, to rise again as a vital part of the most 
ambitious effort ever launched by a theatrical 
trade paper. At this stage, when most of the 
editorial work for the number has been com- 
pleted, we look back with pardonable pride in 
behalf of the men who have worked so loyally 
and conscientiously with us on our part of the 
unrelenting drive on an achievement that has 
added to our stature and will undoubtedly add 
ineffacable luster to the good name and 
prestige of our paper. 

One of the dangers encountered in stressing 
too much the size and sturdiness of one’s 
family tree is that of becoming too conscious 
of a brand of nobility that gets an individual 
mowhere but makes him the outstanding pest 
and bore of his own circle. The temptation 
has been great on the part of all who have 
helped in the job of poring thru Billboard files 
for nuggets of the past to let down on their 
weekly drive for the best that is obtainable 
in news, views and innovations that blend 
well in making a paper a vital, living and im- 
portant accessory in the activity of a great 
industry. 

As one turns the pages that tell the story 
of The Billboard’s past, which is the selfsame 
story of the past of the show business, he is 
made to feel that here, indeed, is an institu- 
tion that serves a definite, constructive pur- 
pose; an institution that has gone thru a 
thousand battles for those whom it was 
originally dedicated to serve. In the yellowing 
and already yellowed pages of Billboard files 
is written not only the story of the show busi- 
mess over four decades but the story of 
America over the most interesting period in 
the world’s history. 

* . * 

Back in the Gay ’90s The Billboard’s 
comment, advertising copy and news re- 
fiected clearly an era with far less com- 
plex living conditions than today. Then 
came the dawn of a Century and the re- 
sultant panics; then an era of growth on 
the part of industries that were either 
unborn or too diminutive to be noticed 
to any great extent in Teddy Roosevelt’s 
Rough Rider days. The age of machines 
and electricity and mechanical enter- 
tainment came later; but not after the 
legit and vaudeville fields enjoyed 
halcyon days. The story brings us to 
today, after a terrific upheaval, when 
there seems at the moment to be some 
semblance of revived activity in many of 
the branches that had been dealt what 
appeared to be death blows the months 
following the stock market crash. 

The trade paper field is not startlingly 
different from that of daily papers. The 
trade paper mirrors the activities of men 
and women earning their salt in a pro- 
fession designed to relieve the tedium 
and provide relaxation and thrills to a 
public more and more saddled down with 
leisure: whether working or unemployed. 
The daily paper mirrors life itself. The 
two serve different masters, but in the 
same way. 

It is not within the realm of possibility 
that Billboard men emerging from a re- 
freshing swim in the troubled but en- 
ticing waters of yesterday will be con- 
tent to sit on their laurels. Those who 
know newspapermen will realize that this 
cannot be. The vapory character of news 
and comment is the basic ingredient of 
newspaper irony. A good deed, a splendid 
achievement this week is swallowed up 
in the unbendinge demands of the next. 
There was perhaps nothing truer ever 
said than: “Nothing is deader than yes- 
terday’s paper.” Aside from sentiment, 
its use as research material and technical 
value as background, this is relatively 
true as well of The Billboard. 

* * * 

One cannot often blow without cause 
the trumpet for his regiment. The blare 
loses its force and effect. But 40th anni- 
versaries do not roll around often—and 
in the closing notes of this last blast for 
the 40th birthday of The Billboard we 
proudly relate that no other trade paper 
in the amusement industry has lived as 
long and as vigorously—and no trade 
paper is less burdened down by tradition 
or creaking age. The Billboard’s com- 
parison to an individual ends when 
longevity is the topic of discussion. For 
The Billboard, indeed, life begins at 40 


and its spirit is live enough to sustain it 
beyond the generations to be brought to 
life by our children’s children. 


SIDE from the general proposition of 
giving succor to performers and 
showmen in distress we cannot think 

of a more fertile field for philanthropy 
within the business than that of pro- 
viding in every city in the country 
touched by traveling shows comfortable, 
cheerful and reasonable-priced living 
quarters for unattached girl troupers. 
Our bent is not on preaching and this 
isn’t a Sunday sermon page in The 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle. But along with 
countless others who see the show busi- 
ness as a serious, honest field of activity 
and not as a playground for ne’er-do-wells 
we have long wondered why the matter 
of providing wholesome surroundings for 
girls has not been a matter of greater 
discussion and fruitful activity. 


Regardless of the NRA and its mini- 
mum salary provisions; we know, and 
many of our readers will agree on the 
basis of their own actual experience, that 
girls playing less important parts in the 
cycle of night club, vaudeville, tab and 
burlesque activity are paid salaries that 
permit no luxuries and the lowest grade 
of necessities. Most girls touring in shows 
and moving from town to town for night- 
club engagements are essentially honest 
and moral. The few who on occasion are 
spotlighted by sensational newspapers 
are probably dragged to their downfall 
by a combination of starvation salaries 
and weak wills. This aside from the al- 
together too frequent yen on the part of 
newspaper cubs to describe practically 
every vagrant woman picked up in the 
coppers’ net as a “showgirl.” 

* * * 

As a general rule girls that are under- 
paid in shows that take them away from 
their home and friends are practically 
forced, after all attempts at solving their 
economic problem by budgeting have 
failed, to consort with doubtful 
characters in order to be assured a meal 
or two of a far better grade than they 
can afford to buy with their own earn- 
ings. This is stark reality. It is part 
and parcel of the life of a girl who went 
on the stage to become a star and whom 
adversity and perhaps lack of real talent 
are making a piece of driftwood at the 
mercy of a cruel fate. 


There are several endowed homes for 
girls in widely separated parts of the 
country. Most of these, we gather, are 
moral to the point of disgust. There are 
unreasonable restrictions on the time the 
girls are allowed to be out. Decorum is 
a fetish in these places. Smoking, for ex- 
ample, is prohibited—and there are many 
other petty inconveniences that make 
life unbearable for girls who are just as 
moral as the YWCA girl, but who have 
seen too much of life as it is lived in 
hundreds of cities and towns to permit 
them to be satisfied with a nunlike ex- 
istence. The basic fault with these homes 
is that they are not designed for the girl 
of the stage. The girls of our business 
belong in them no more than they belong 
in a Girl Scout circle. 

+ * * 

Our interest became suddenly reawak- 
ened in the problem of shelter for stage 
girls last week. Not thru new stories or 
personal views of suffering, but thru the 
description of a home in Boston that 
seems to possess all the qualities of an 
ideal place for stage girls. This is the 
Charlotte Cushman home on Marl- 
borough street. 

The Cushman institution is a con- 
verted mansion. It has all the good fea- 
tures of a home and, its frequent guests 
add, few of its bad features. The persons 
running the institution are interested 
in and understand the women of 
the _ stage. They are interested 
in their physical well-being as well as 
their spiritual content, altho not in the 
strictly religious sense. The general at- 
mosphere is one of refinement but not 
so strait-laced that the air seems to be 
suffocating. 

The Cushman home has a library, prac- 
tice hall and pianos liberally strewn 
about the premises for the use of the 
more ambitious guests. The rooms are 
fitted out with taste and with an eye to 
comfort. Girls traveling in pairs can be 
accommodated as low as $8 a Week 
double and breakfasts are obtainable 
(good ones, too) for an additional $1.25 
apiece weekly. There is no restriction on 
hours and every effort is made to incul- 
cate in the guests a feeling that the home 
exists for their accommodation and to 
enhance their happiness and well-being. 

There should be not one but several 
Cushman homes in every city in the 
country. Stars who still travel the road

& Sanborn coffee hour of operatic pieces 
at 8-9 p.m. on the WEAF-NBC, as it 
is now, and the Cantor Pebeco program 
as scheduled on CBS, 8:30-9 p.m. The 
8-8:30 p.m. spot on CBS wiil have a 
Lehn & Fink product also in Lysol, the 
possibility of combining the shows with 
Cantor remaining a threat. 

Ford Motors moves out of the 8-9 
p.m. CBS spot on January 6, going on 
one hour later, 9-10 p.m. This moves 
the Gulf Oil show out of 9:30-10 p.m. 
back to 7:30-8 p.m. on the same date as 
Ford switches, neither program losing a 
date. 


Tentatively, om January 6 ,General 
Motors goes to 6-7 p.m. hour on the 
WJZ-NBC network, the spot it held last 
season and wanted this year also. Net- 
work will probably be smaller, however, 
until additional time can be cleared. 
Sparks-Withington on the WJZ-NBC 
network will have completed its 13-week 
contract for the 6:15-6:30 period. There 
remains the Campana program on WJZ- 
NBC, 6:15-6:30 p.m., but it is presumed 
that a switch will be made to open 
time on the red network where the 7- 
7:30 session is available. 

At any rate this is the layout planned 
for both the NBC and CBS time sched- 
ules and whatever concessions and 
moves necessary will be made, all ac- 
cording to how much time and network 
facilities the client buys. The current 
spectacle of three similar class shows, 
two symphonies and an opera dividing 
its audience is considered no bargain 
by either the networks, the agencies or 
their clients.

but at the same time it is expected that 
they will be removed. Much hinges on 
the developments of the MBS. If Powel 
Crosley should decide to eventually split 
with NBC, an action that is considered 
barely possible, then MBS is in a better 
spot.

Seek Method for 
Official Survey 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—In connection 
with what will be the most systematic 
and thoro effort ever made to ascertain 
broadcasting conditions in this country, 
field intensity recording stations will be 
established in or near 10 cities of the 
United States. These stations will cost 
from $2,500 to $3,000 apiece and tho the 
exact sites have not been chosen, they 
will be located in the vicinity of Boston, 
New York, Washington, Seattle, Los An- 
geles, Chicago, Dallas, Grand Island, Ne- 
braska, Denver and Atlanta. 

Primarily it will be a survey of the 
so-called “clear channel” broadcasting 
stations and will be made for the pur- 
pose of determining the radio service 
available to the people of the country 
end the type of station that the listen- 
ers in rural areas are dependent upon 
for their service. The degree of inter- 
ference or impairment of service caused 
by duplication of certain high-power 
stations is to be investigated, as well as 
the possibility of providing additional 
higher power stations without reducing 
the service to the listening public from 
existing stations. 

Survey will cost upwards of %60,000, 
of which the stations will pay four-fifths 
and the Government one-fifth of the 
cost. It will be conducted continuously 
on a 24-hour basis for six months thru 
the winter and spring months. The 
work will probably get under way the 
latter part of December. J. C. McNary, 
of the NAB, will be in charge. 


Huling Leaves SBS 

FORT WORTH, Tex., Dec. 1.—Elbert 
Huling, press agent for Southwest Broad- 
casting System since the SBS had a press 
department, resigned today to go with 
The Dallas News’ 50,000 watter, WFAA.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Local radio trade 
was considerably surprised this week at 
action taken by the J. Walter Thompson 
Company when that ad agency had a 
fight on behalf of one of its biggest ac- 
counts, Standard Brant, with National 
Broadcasting Company. Battle between 
NBC, on the one side, and the food firm 
and agency on the other, concerned the 
half-hour free plug NBC gave the Lam- 
bert Pharmacal Company a week ago 
tonight, in the way of a salutatory pro- 
gram to the forthcoming Lambert spon- 
sored series of Metropolitan Opera 
broadcasts on Saturday afternoons. In 
view of the free plug given Lambert 
(Listerine), Standard Brands felt it 
should be entitled to the same break, 
since it starts a boiled-down series of 
operas 0n WEAF and the red network, 
for Chase & Sanborn coffee, Decem- 
ber 2. 


When the network refused, J. Walter 
Thompson, thru its press department, 
brought the fight to the attention of 
the daily radio editors. Altho the ques- 
tion is purely one of a trade viewpoint, 
with the possible exception that Stand- 
ard Brands brings a number of stellar 
programs to the mike each week, the 
daily men were brought in and given the 


slant that unless NBC capitulated, SB 
would bring its programs over to Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, with little 
things like contracts and CBS tightness 
of time not interfering. The daily men, 
in New York, were liberal with their 
space, especially since news was slack 
during the week. 

NBC's program for Listerine included 
the Frank Black Symphony Orchestra, 
the Metropolitan male chorus and 
speeches by Cornelius Bliss, Paul D. 
Cravath and Geraldine Farrar, who will 
be the raconteuse during the season. 
Standard Brands has Joe Penner, Rudy 
Vallee and the opera series on the air. 

Upshot was that after NBC countered 
with a proposal that William Lundell 
interview Deems Taylor, after today’s 
football broadcast, on English operas in 
general and the advertiser refused to 
take this, the network gave in entirely 
and said the account could have a simi- 
lar program when it wanted it. Shortage 
of time precluded any such program be- 
fore the coffee opera series began, so the 
account can now have it when and if it 
wents it in the future. 

Further angle of surprise is, of course, 
the fact that NBC and J. Walter Thomp- 
son have been “cousins” for the past 
few years.

‘Happy Hal’s Housewarming’ 


Reviewed Tuesday, 9-9:30 p.m. Style— 
Hillbilly show. Sponsor—Druaq Trade 
Products, Inc. Station—WOR (Newark). 

Show runs pretty much the same as 
Hal O’Haloran’s Peruna programs, well 
known to the listeners of WCFL, Chica- 
go. In the East O’Haloran’s work as the 
m. c. of the National Barn Dance Sat- 
urday night effusions from the Midwest 
should be well remembered. His own 
particular style of homey philosophy is 
used to good advantage in his first WOR 
affiliation which brings him on six 
nights weekly for Peruna, ye famed 
tonic, and Kolor-Bak, a hair dye. A third 
product is a shampoo. With the m. c. 
are the Prairie Ramblers, versatile group 
of musicians doing hillbilly and not in- 
strumental stuff, and Patsy Montana, 
feminine member of the troupe, who is 
adept at the tear-jerking and similar 
styled ballads, most of which she high- 
lights with excellent yodeling. 


For the type audience sought Happy 
Hal and his crew do a good job. No 
need of preliminary credits because the 
m. c. does them himself as he goes along, 
at times working it into the dialog as 
well. Thus the program got under way 
quickly with a couple of square dances 
which Hal called, or possibly one of his 
colleagues, and the house warmin’ was 
on. Mention of his trip to New York 
and the inclement weather brought 2 
word for Peruna, which Hal planned to 
take, and after a little patter with Patsy 
Montana she offered her first number. 
Gray hair and the need for a suitable 
method of bringing back the old color 
to keep one young-looking gave Kolar- 
Bak its first credit. Also an offer of a 
50-cent-size bottle of shampoo for each 
carton flap of Kolor-Bak. Harmonica 
outburst tn which baying hounds on the 
scent were imitated and later there was 
a bass vocal solo. Cackling hen imita- 
tions and musical number preceded a 
lengthy talk on Peruna as a build-up 
tonic as precaution against colds. Post- 
card brings a booklet of advice on the 
subject. A tow-down blues number 
wound up the entertainment as well 2s 
another spiel for the tonic. M. H. 8S. 


Colgate House Party 


Reviewed Monday evening, 9:30-10 
p.m. Style—Featured soloists and or- 
chestré. Sponsor — Colgate-Palmolive- 
Peet Company. Station—WEAF (NBC 
network). 


This is the new show produced by 
Benton & Bowles upon the acquisi- 
tion of the Colgate end of CPP busi- 
ness, the agency having had the other 
products already. It has the definite 
earmarks that most all B. & B. shows 
have. Principally that means the for- 
mulated, slushy heke, introduced thru a 
central “host” character. Showboat, 
Lanny Ross’s program and the now-off- 
the-air Certo matinee have or had one 
and there’s little difference in the new 
Colgate production. And, also in keep- 
ing with the other shows, it means an 
overdose of sweetness, cordiality, alleged 
good fellowship and “welcome-to-our- 
humble-hearth” hooey. Colgate House 
Party, when on the air with Joe Cook, 
had a similar idea, but it was far dif- 
ferently executed. It’s annoying to 
Many and pleasing, evidently, to many 
more. 

Peggy Allenby, dramatic actress, is the 
Colgate Cap’n Henry, introducing the 
various acts. Featured singers are 
Conrad Thibault, one of radio’s best 
baritones, and Frances Langford. Thi- 
bault is steadily entrenching himself as 
a leader in his class. Miss Langford’s 
style is well known and popular. Al 
Goodman’s Orchestra is another sure- 
fire item that always comes thru. 
Chorus is not so hot. Fritzi Scheff, on 
the original lineup, is now out.

The widely circulated cartoon feature, 
entitled The Gumps, is, of course, the 
foundation of this series in which the 
same cartoon characters come to life 
and go through their comic strip situa- 
tions. There is the head of the house- 
hold, Andy Gump; his wife, Min; Ches- 
ter, their boy; Tilda, the cook, and 
Uncle Bim. On this particular occasion 
the Thanksbiving Day turkey took the 
rap as Andy sought to do a carving job, 
splashing the gravy in Min’s lap and 
winding up carving it on the floor. 
Some of the characters seem to suffer 
from the effects of doubling, altho 
this, in reality, may not be so and all 
of the characters done by as many 
actors. At any rate the performance 
is uneven at times. Material was fair 
in this case, but something along the 
black-out order at the finish would 
probably strengthen the skits. 

Subject to any of the numerous prod- 
ucts put out by the sponsor, Linit re- 
ceived the benefit of the credits when 
heard and these were short and nat- 
urally restricted to the opening and 
closing of the show.

Three B’s is one of the exchange shows 
bein put on by various members of the 
Mutual Broadcasting System, WLW, 
WOR, WGN and WXYZ. It’s also the 


first piped west by WOR, altho the other 
stations have been feeding shows for a 
short time. WOR’s contribution is a 
good show, well paced in the main and 
the only shortage in the comedy. It’s not 
the fault of the comedian, Henry Burbig, 
but more, as is usual, with the material. 
Three B’s are Norman Brokenshire, 
Burbig and Nat Brusiloff. Besides, the 
program carries Sid Gary, baritone, and 
the three Rythym Girls, a pleasing har- 
mony trio. Brokenshire’s announcing is 
always sure-fire stuff, even when there’s 
a good deal of it, as on this show.

The Equity 
Council desires it to be known that 
there is no relationship between the 
functions of the Actors’ Equity and the 
Actors’ Emergency Association. 

“In Equity the actors have an or- 
ganization willing and competent to han- 
dle all the economic problems of its 
members. It is to this organization 
rather than to an outside group that 
Equity members are obligated to report 


170 Stations Take Free 


Program From Mfrs.’ Assn. 


NEW YORK. Dec. 1.—Effective today, 
about 170 radio stations thruout the 
country, possibly more, will carry as a 
sustaining program a free recording be- 
ing offered to them by the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, organization of 
leading American firms. Some fear the 
program might not be well received was 
destroyed immediately after NAM of- 
fered it to the stations, response being 
wholesale and quick. 

Altho propaganda for business recov- 
ery and the NAM, the electrical tran- 
scription show is being handled and 
offered as straight entertainment. E. t. 
is in the form of a sketch titled the 
American Family Robinson, a family 
story built around a small town news- 
paper editor and his family, with the 
editor the leading character and the 
mouthpiece for the business recovery 
angle. Main idea is that business is 
better thruout the country and that 
confidence in the nation should be re- 
stored, if it hasn’t been already. 

List of stations reaches all parts of 


the country and goes as far west as 
KGU, in Honolulu. Other stations are 
all within the continent. 


Program was handled by James P. 
Selvage for the NAM and written by 
Marjorie Bartlett and Douglas Silver. 


Some doubt was expressed for a while 
that the NAM program might go thru 
as originally outlined several weeks ago. 
This arose when the Radio Code Au- 
thority clamped down on free broad- 
casts, in the guise of sustaining shows, 
but actually commercial plugs for 
magazines and the like. Some reports, 
unauthenticated. were that the NAM 
program was indirectly responsible ror 
this action, thru the inability of one 
station to get the show when another 
had already been given the exclusive in 
the particular city. However, it is 
pointed out that while other “sus- 
tainers” are for commercial organiza- 
tions, the NAM is a non-profit, non- 
commercial outfit, altho, of course, com- 
posed of business organizations.

their difficulties and to complain of con- 
ditions requiring regulation.” 

Members of relief project companies 
met later that night to counteract the 
impression which, it was alleged, the 
public had received of CCC camps thru 
the publication of the Baby Mine con- 
troversy. A resolution was introduced 
whitewashing the camps, but the Baby 
Mine players objected strenuously, say- 
ing that the passage of such a resolution 
would, in effect, brand them as liars. A 
compromise resolution was finally passed 
which said that “conditions at the camps 
were generally excellent, that conditions 
were all that could be expected under 
the circumstances, that they (the play- 
ers) were treated with courtesy and re- 
spect by the officers and men.” Specific 
exception was taken in the resolution, 
however, to the conditions cited by the 
Baby Mine company at Camps 28 and 30, 

At 12:30 last night the Actors’ Emer- 
gency Association held a meeting at which 
it was enthusiastically decided to carry 
thru on the problem of the treatment 
accorded players in those camps. It is 
planned to send a delegation to Mayor 
LaGuardia to acquaint him with condi- 
tions and ask for remedies. The mayor 
responded to a similar appeal several 
months ago, it was pointed out, and, 
since the present case is a graver con- 
cern, it is expected that his response 
this time will be stronger. 


It was alleged at the meeting that let- 
ters shown to Gillmore and Equity coun- 
cil, approving conditions in the relief 
project and signed by various relief 
actors, were obtained thru coercion. It 
was again alleged that the dismissal of 
the Baby Mine company had been caused 
by their complaints, and it was said that 
the spokesman for the company had been 
threatened with dismissal when he 
sought to right the conditions at the 
camps. 


At the meeting it was also announced 
that Emergency has acquired club rooms 
at 158 West 44th street, with rent paid 
until January. There will be a party at 
the club December 8, with members of 
the Theater Union and Group Theater, 
various vaude acts and others contribut- 
ing the entertainment. It was suggested 
that working actors be canvassed for 
dishes and supplies, so that a cook can 
be installed at the club and meals fur- 
nished to needy actors. This was tabled 
until a later meeting. 

Meetings will be held weekly here- 
after at the club. 

Miss Mayo, author of Baby Mine, has 
meanwhile submitted a letter to the 
press. In it she states the facts of her 
recall of the play and her later permis- 
sion to let it go on for six months more. 
She denies that complaints of the come 
pany had anything to do with the with- 
drawal and urges that relief plays here- 
after charge admission so as not to be in 
direct and unfair competition with the 
professional theater. She offers to turn 
over any royalties from such a source to 
a fund for needy actors and authors. 

Emergency, at its meeting, in answer 
to Equity’s statement, said that it ful- 
filled the same function for actors in 
the relief project that Equity does for 
actors in commercial productions. 

Announcement came this week that 
within the next fortnight the number 
of CCC camps being played by relief proj- 
ect shows will have reached 100. Cer- 
tain sections of Pennsylvania are being 
added to the route. 

At the request of Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia, the American Federation of 
Actors has postponed its visit in behalf 
of unemployed vaudevillians until Mon- 
day (December 3). The mayor was busy 
with the new tax program and asked 
the APA delegation to put off its ap- 
pointment, originally slated for past 
Wednesday. 

Unemployed variety entertainers wil! 
meet 11 a.m. in Longacre Square, op- 
posite the Palace Theater, and leave for 
City Hall at 11:30. The mayor has prom- 
ised to see Ralph Whitehead and his 
delegation at noon. The delegation will 
include other officers of the AFA and 
sympathetic vaude and musical comedy 
“names.” 

The APA will inform the mayor that 
only 52 vaudevillians are employed in 
the CWA vaude units out now, and that 
there are more than 1,000 vaudevillians 
in dire need here. It will point out 
that these vaudevillians are not capable 
of succeeding in other lines and that 
CWA vaude is the best solution at the 
present time. The AFA will also sug- 
gest that the mayor open the city the- 
ater, now closed, and permit the AFA 
to stage vaude shows.

ages out of the bond if found guilty of 
fraud, misrepresentation or any unlaw- 
ful act while acting within the scope 
of the employment business. Immoral 
shows would be barred, with the man- 
ager who stages one liable to revocation 
of his license, fine and imprisonment, or 
to refusal of application if unlicensed. 
Furthermore, managers would be pro- 
hibited from promising employers acts 
they fail to deliver and would have to 
prove, in case acts fail to appear, that 
the acts had been actually booked. 

Another angle is that the agents, 
managers or personal representatives of 
acts are classified as “actors” and are 
just as liable as performers in case of 
breach of law of any sort. 

The private entertainment managers, 
incidentally, are not permitted to charge 
“registration fees” before getting jobs 
for acts.

DETROIT, Dec, 1. — Enforcement of 
payment to acts has been made prac- 
tically airtight in Detroit gardens, ac- 
cording to Walter Ryan, representative 
of the American Federation of Actors. 
Agents are co-operating 100 per cent, he 
said, and any spot that fails to pay off 
will not be booked by any local agent 
until settlement is made thru the AFA 
office. Since the Detroit Police Depart- 
men will not allow any place to operate 
unless it buys its acts from a licensed 
agency, the payoff is forced before they 
can play shows again. 

In a case recently settled the Hay- 
market Tavern in Dearborn refused to 
allow an act to go on because, the man- 
ager claimed, a sister act was ordered 
and a man and woman team was sent 
instead. However, direct negotiations 
thru the AFA resulted in payment in 
full, even tho the act did not work, 
under the pay or play contract. 

Prospects of a cover charge in all De- 
troit beer gardens loomed as the result 
of a meeting of Detroit agents recently. 
Peter Iodice, of the Amusement Booking 
Service, is carrying on the battle to 
establish a cover charge in every place 
using any kind of a floor show, starting 
with a 10-cent minimum, According to 
Todice, about 200 spots would be affected

Ten Southern houses try- 
ing occasional cheap units 
—Hilton unit breaks ice

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Warner will try 
out occasional cheap units in some of 
its small houses in Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania. Steve 
Trilling had already booked the Hilton 
Sisters’ 15-people unit in four houses 
when the Warner district manager asked 
for more and smaller units for other 
theaters. Because the towns can't afford 
regular New York-produced units, the 
units will be produced in Baltimore, 
with Trilling supplying comedy acts 
when needed. 

The Hilton show opens at the Apollo, 
Martinsburg, W. Va., December 9, with 
the Capitol, Winchester, Va.; the Acad- 
emy. Hagerstown, Md., and the Virgin- 
ian, Harrisonburg, Va., following. All 
are one-day stands except Hagerstown, 
which is two days. The unit was booked 
thru Orchestra Corporation of America 
and the William Morris Agency on a 
guarantee and split basis. 

Warner has asked the National Agency, 
of Baltimore, to assemble a few units 
consisting of an emsee, six-girl line, 
eight-piece orchestra and one or two 
novelty acts. The shows will travel by 
bus and play about 10 towns, including 
Lexington, Staunton, Clifton Forge, 
Va.; Frederick, Md.; Waynesboro, Pa., 
and the four spots the Hilton unit will 
play. Bus jumps will average 150 to 
300 miles. 

John Harris, then Warner district 
manager for the Pittsburgh area, tried 
out the same idea three years ago. He 
sent out a raft of small units thru 
about 20 houses, amounting to four 
weeks playable in five. Units jacked up 
the grosses but did not increase the net, 
and Harris dropped them later. 


Cherniavsky Returns 
To Chicago Theater 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Josef Cherniavsky 
returns next Friday as featured conduc- 
tor of the Chicago Theater Orchestra. 
Two months ago some differences arose 
between the Balaban & Katz organiza- 
tion and Cherniavsky after which he 
resigned.

“Queens” in any of his acts.

composer, for commissions in the amount 
of 8675. Forkins placed Burke with Fox 
films in 1929, according to the case drawn 
up by I. Robert Broder for Forkins.

King, counsel for the NVA Fund, thru 
the first grilling in the “examination- 
before-trial” for the coming Supreme 
Court suit. The exam was held in 
King’s office so that the Fund books 
could be available without much 
trouble. 

Attorneys Hirsh, Reass, Newman and 
Becker, in behalf of the NVA, Inc., 
questioned King on certain transactions 
of the Pund. The NVA, Inc., attorneys 
discovered that one of their own clients, 
William Fox, was very active in Fund 
affairs after E. F. Albee had bowed out.

the Department of Public Welfare, Actors’ Equity, Actors’ Fund, the American 


Federation of Actors and the Theater Authority, Inc. 


Dow License 
In Jeopardy 


Moss hears case of acts 
working gratis at paid 
show—Dows deny fraud 


NEW YORK, Dec: 1.—At a hearing be- 
fore License Commissioner Paul Moss on 
Tuesday, Al and Belle Dow were in- 
formed by the Commissioner that their 
license would be jeopardized if it could 
be proved by his department that they 
had deceived performers into playing 
gratis at an affair for which $1,600 was 
appropriated for the show. Moss acted 
upon this matter when he received a 
letter from a person whose name he re- 
fused to reveal. . 

The affair in question was sponsored 
by the Merchants and Salesmen’s Club 
of Brooklyn, and was held October 28 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. Al Dow admit- 
ted to the Commissioner that he had 
contracted to produce the show for a 
fee of $1,600. Among the “names” who 
appeared gratis were Estelle Taylor, Hal 
LeRoy, Baby Rose Marie, Arthur Tracy 
and Mary McCormic. The trouble start- 
ed when several of the “names,” during 
their performance, cracked about play- 
ing benefits. 

Dow, besides telling the Commissioner 
what h2 had contracted to produce the 
show for, also said that some of the 
performers were paid and those who ap- 
peared gratis did sv to help him. He 
further said that some of the gratis 
performers appeared at the request of 
their agents. Also, that a considerable 
amount of his fee was paid for liquor 
for the performers. 


Moss sent out letters Wednesday to 
the performers who appeared gratis at 
the function, asking them to give him 
the facts about the performance It is 
likely he will subpoena them if they do 
not reply. If the affair was misrepre- 
sented to the performers, the Dows will 
have their license suspended or revoked. 


Active Unit Producers Hold 
Meeting About Code Matter 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1. — Active vaude 
unit producers are banding together, at 
the instigation of John Hickey, produc- 
ing partner of Harry Anger, on a mat- 
ter concerning the vaude section of the 
motion picture code. It deals with the 
amendment calling for the appointment 
of a Vaudeville Complaints Committee, 
one of the committeemen to be a pro- 
ducer. The active producers are anxious 
to have one of their own represented. 

Hickey’s letter was sent out Wednes- 
day to standard and active vaude unit 
producers, numbering about 12, calling 
for a meeting this Tuesday at 5 o'clock 
in the Palace Theater Building. The let- 
ter stated that they would discuss par- 
ticipation in the new Vaudeville Com- 
plaints Committee of the Code, and that 
they want to make sure of being ade- 
quately represented. 


This group of active producers is act- 


ing independently of the United Produc- 
ers and Directors’ Association, the or- 
eanization formed not so long to repre- 
sent the vaude producers in code mat- 
ters. ©. 5B. Maddock heads the latter 
organization. 

The amendment about which the pro- 
ducers are concerned reads: he Code 
Authority shall appoint a Vaudeville 
Complaints Committee composed of a 
representative of the vaude actors, tws 
for the theaters. one fcr veude produc- 
ers, one for the vaude agents and one 
impartial member for the public. The 
Code Authoritys appointments shal! be 
subject to okeh by Posenblatt. The 
committee will have authority to pass 
on actor labor complaints similar to 
that of the Studio Labor Committec, 
which has been operating in Hollywood 
the last few months. The committee 
will hear all actor complaints now going 
to the various NRA regional labor boards. 


Moss has been invited to 
attend today’s meeting of the Theater 
Authority, which is the benefit-control 
organization thru which all theatrical 
charities and unions are working. At the 
meeting, Ralph Whitehead, acting secre- 
tary, will present his plan for making 
the Theater Authority effective, and Moss’ 
co-operation will be officially asked. A 
permanent executive secretary wil] be 
elected to succeed Gerald Griffin, who re- 
signed recently. 

Meanwhile, the Entertainment Man- 
agers’ Association is pushing a bill to 
license private entertainment bookers 
and to curb headwaiters, hotel dining 
managers and caterers who put on shows, 
Passage of this bill by the Board of Alder- 
men will strengthen Moss’ hand in dis- 
ciplining bookers of benefit shows. 

Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, State compliance 
director of the NRA, has told Moss that 
all complaints against theatrical agents 
on file in her office will be turned over to 
him as evidence in examinations of 
licensed agents. She asked Moss to let 
her prosecute all wage complaints against 
theatrical agents that he has on record. 
Mrs. Rosenberg said: “We have had 
numerous complaints in this office of 
this nature, and in practically all cases 
we have been able to collect the wages 
due performers. But there are hundreds 
of these cases where no complaints have 
been filed.” 

First Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Welfare Stanley Howe assured Ralph 
Whitehead this week that his depart- 
ment would not grant any permit for 
benefit shows in the city without first 
getting an okeh from the Theater Au- 
thority, Inc. Since the Welfare Depart- 
ment’s permit is legally necessary before 
a benefit show can be held, this move 
by Howe is very important. It gives 
the Theater Authority a semi-legal 
power in enforcing its drive on gyp 
benefits. 


Cavaleade’s Record at M. H. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1——The Small-Time 
Cavaicade, which closed at the Man- 
hattan Music Hall Sunday, has hung up 
a record of some sort. Staged by Billy 
Rose after several weeks of rehearsal, it 
opened with the initial show and re- 
mained until Sunday without missing a 
show. It played exactly 421 performances 
and on the night it closed the Music 
Hall did its biggest gross in history. 
After the show the cast was given a din- 
ner and entertained by principals from 
the Casino de Paree and the Music Hall. 
The union waiters of the Music Hall pre- 
sented gifts to the cast and everybody 
went home happy and a bit tearful. 


Philly Mastbaum Policy Set 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—Steve Trill- 
ing, of the New York Warner office, will 
book specialty acts when needed into the 
Roxy Mastbaum, which opens Christmas 
Day. S. L. Rothafel, who is operating 
the house jointly with Warner thru a 
new corporation, is getting his first show 
readv now. He will use the same policy 
he inaugurated at the Radio City Music 
Hall. He will have a ballet troupe, a girl 
line trained by Bill Powers, a vocal 
chorus and a symphony orchestra.

Academy's six-act show runs to a good 

level of entertainment this week, with 
the acts practically all standard.

Evelyn Oake’s harelip heck- 
ling is, as usual, a laugh clincher, and 
the act got off well. 

Miss Brown forced an extra number 
that weakened her sendoff, but her 
smooth singing was more than okeh. 

After Stuart and Lash begged off Miss 
Compton brought her gals to only a 
fair close. Balance of the orchestra on 
the night caught was bad, with the 
house p.-a. microphone set right in 
the heart of the rhythm section, with 
the obvious result that the piano, 
drums and guitar came booming thru.

audible. The three dancers include two 
girls, Audrey Gibson and Babs Lavelle, 
latter with an amusing comedy number 
which has too much fanny posturing in 
it, and a boy, whose name sounded like 
Jimmy Habier.

To 12 Weeks

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Loew is down to 
12 weeks, its lowest this season. It is 
not booking attrections or units in any 
of its on-and-cff houses out of town. 
There will probably be no increase in 
vaude during the next two months at 
least, as the Loew Circuit is set with 
some dynamite pictures. A year ago this 
week Loew had 16 weeks and the year 
before it had 11 and a half weeks. 


The Greater New York houses are set 
to play the following pictures the next 
three months: We Live Again (United 
Artists), The Merry Widow (MGM), Col- 
lege Rhythm (Paramount), Kid Millions 
(United Artists), Painted Veil (MGM), 
Flirtation Walk (Warner), Broadway Bill 
(Columbia), Here Is My Heart (Para- 
mount), Barnum Was Right (United 
Artists), David Copperfield (MGM) and 
Forsaking All Others (MGM). This line- 
up of pictures, the cream of the major 
crop, explains why Loew’s local vaude is 
decreasing. Recently the Boulevard and 
the Orpheum dropped last-half vaude 
for double features. é 

In New England Loew vaude bookings 
are almost at a_i standstill. Only 
Bridgeport, with split-week vaude, has 
anything booked. The other spots will 
stick to straight pictures indefinitely. 
The tabs and band units Loew played in 
these towns did not do so hot and Loew 
is being more careful. It has left the 
bookings entirely up to Harry Shaw, the 
district manager. Shaw will pick up 
units if his house managers want them 
and if he himself approves. 


Out-of-town spots such as Norfolk, 
Richmond, Cleveland, Columbus, Roches- 
ter and Syracuse, which had been pick- 
ing up occasional units to bolster weak 
pictures, are doing okeh with pictures 
and are not asking the booking office 
for any flesh. 


Loew’s 12 weeks consist of 10 full 
weeks, including the Capitol; two splits 
(Orpheum, New York, and Globe, 
Bridgeport) and two first halves (Boule- 
vard and Gates, New York).

The first show of the Group Theater's 
season, done in association with D. A. 
Doran Jr., just misses fire. Oftentimes 
stirring and always colorful, it is just 
@ wee bit too thin dramatically to live 
up to the excellent physical production 
given it. Melvin Levy’s play deals with 
the San Francisco of the 1860s and "70s 
and is built around the ruthless char- 
acter of Gold Eagle Guy Button, who 
becomes a dominant figure in the com- 
mercial world of the city of that time by 
throwing away all scruples and all 
sentiments. It is more a character 
study and biography than drama, with 
the exception of a tense third act. In- 
dications are for a moderate Broadway 
success and a swell picture. 


With the exception of J. Edward 
Bromberg, as Gold Eagle Guy, the hon- 
ors of the show go to the production 
and especially to Donald Oenslager’s 
settings. They are pictorially excellent, 
first as a barroom, then as a small 
shipping office, then as Guy’s parlor, 
and finally in the cathedral-like offices 
of the wealthy and successful shipping 
magnate. The costumes, designed by 
Kay Morrison, help in esta the 
color of the period. 


Button starts his career as a deserting 
sailor, goes to work as a clerk for Adam 
Keane and in two years is the owner of 
his shipping business. It is the be- 
ginning of his upward climb. Not only 
does he take Keane’s business from 
him but his fiancee, Jessie Sargent, as 
well. As his wealth and power increase 
he and his wife grow more and more 
distant, Guy paying less and less atten- 
tion to his domestic affairs and spend- 
ing his time either with his business 
or with Adah Menken, the “Divine 
Jewess.” As a program note states, this 
represents a dramatic license, since she 
hailed from another period. At any 
rate, this love affair is rather a clumsily 
handled thread of the play’s woof. 


At the height of his power Button’s 
carrer and control of his business is 
threatened by opposition from a Jap- 
anese line subsidized by that nation’s 
government. Only by scuttling one of 
his ships, the Rowdy, with which he 
started in business, and by stealing a 
bullion cargo aboard her, does he over- 
come this threat. As this transpires 
his wife is in the hospital, and after a 
period during which he has steadily 
ignored her she dies. This fans into 
open flame the hatred his son, Guy Jr., 
has borne for him for years. Young 
Guy investigates the sinking of the 
Rowdy and gets the goods on his father. 
As he threatens Gold Eagle with ex- 
posu:e both their lives are snuffed out 
in the San Francisco earthquake, a 
thunderous and climactic scene. 

J. Edward Bromberg, as the leading 

character, ably captures the spirit of 
his part and delivers another one of 
his outstanding performances. 
Barker is his wife, continuing her 
career as one of the least capable ac- 
tresses in the Group’s company. Alex- 
ander Kirkland is an artist who, on the 
verge of having an affair with Mrs. But- 
ton, is disposed of by Gold Eagle, who 
sends him around the world in one of 
his ships and makes him a financial 
success. It’s a highly unsatisfactory 
part that has scarcely any element of 
truth in it, the allegedly sensitive and 
intelligent painter falling for an obvious 
device to get rid of him. Morris 
Carnovsky is the costume banker 
friend and later enemy of Gold Eagle, 
and does well with it. 

The play is sweepingly panoramic and 
represents a masterful job of directing 
by Lee Strassberg.

That Martha Madison’s The Night Re- 
members (brought by Peters & Spiller 
to the Playhouse Tuesday night) is ca- 
pable of evoking grim horror in the 
breasts of its embattled customers is 
witnessed by the state of your reviewer's 
program. That program, twisted and 
torn, is mute evidence that Miss Madi- 
son, setting out to write a tale of mys- 
tery and horrific melodrama, succeeded 
admirably—at least in certain sections. 
If you go to the theater for a bit of gen- 
teel ghoulishness The Night Remembers 
should satisfy your demands. And vet 
the fact that it is as good as it is makes 
one wish that in certain portions it were 


For The Night Remembers possesses a 
fault that is usually fatal to mystery- 
horror melodramas: its first act is far 
more effective than its second. Your 
reviewer’s program (Exhibit A by this 
time) was mutilated in the grueling 
and hugely exciting scene that ends the 
first act; thruout the second section it 
lay limply in a placid lap. Somehow, 
all belief leaves us in what one sup- 
poses is Miss Madison's climactic scene: 
everything is more or less expected, and 
by the time the explanation of the mys- 
tery arrives it hardly seems to matter 
much. 


The direction of Leo Bulgakov helps 
but little. Suave and effective when 
the playwright gives it the aid of her 
better scenes, it does nothing to bolster 
the belief in the sections wherein it is 
really needed And a modicum of belief 
is necessary for the effect of any horror 
play; that is why so few horror plays 
are successful. 

It would be manifestly unfair to give 
away Miss Madison’s plot. Suffice it to 
say that there is much talk of the tricks 
our minds may play upon us; much use 
of hypnosis; much building up, by 
polished legerdemain, of an atmosphere 
of mysterious terror. There is also a 
lad who, in a 1933 speakeasy, meets a 
mysterious, lovely and taciturn girl, and 
who thereafter embarks upon what 
seems like a mental wild goose chase in 
pursuit of her. Miss Madison’s early 
scenes, before she sets out upon her 
course of terror, are as awkwardly writ- 
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ten as any in the play; one could wish 
that they too built up a bit more belief 
before going into the tremendously ef- 
fective horror of the first act’s close. 

Van Heflin is effectively distraught as 
the pursuing lad, while Mary Holsman 
is husky-voiced and attractive as the 
mysteriously fleeing lass. Many of the 
minor roles are well handled, with How- 
ard Ferguson (who, unless memory errs, 
used to be known as something else 
when he was in the American Academy 
a@ couple of years ago) doing nice work 
as the lad’s friend. Andre Salama does 
a splendid job, smooth and compelling, 
as the great psychiatrist who solves 
everything. 

Brandon Tynan, who is featured, 
creates a Chesterfieldian Frankenstein 
for the customers’ delectation. 

There are faults in The Night Remem- 
bers—particularly the comparative lack 
of belief in its second act. But in its 
better scenes it has more than enough 
horror to satisfy the thrill seekers. As a 
mystery melodrama (which is what Miss 
Madison intended it to be) it is defi- 
nitely above the average.

Geraldine Emerson’s But Not for Love 
is an interesting story of small-town 
life. It takes a typical American family 
in a Michigan town and lets us watch 
the family go thru a domestic crisis 
The picture we are shown is credible, 
the characters ring true and the situa- 
tions hold our interest. But, unfor- 
tunately, the play lacks sufficient drama 
to excite. In other words, it is inter- 
esting but hardly gripping. 


We see the Dodd family happy—on 
the surface—in their little mortgaged 
home. The Dodds are smug and re- 
spectacle. Jeff is a blundering bank 
clerk waiting for that big promotion. 
His wife, a Chicago girl, appears con- 
tent but isn’t. His sister, Patricia, is a 
Chicago school teacher who can’t stand 
small-town life. His younger married 
brother, Will, is waiting for the third 
baby. The mother is the buffer for their 
troubles. 

And then things happen. Jeff's wife 
revolts against her husband crushing 
her individuality. Patricia sends away 
her small-town courtier because she dis- 
covers she can’t dominate him. Will's 
wife dies at childbirth and the sorrow 
binds the family together again. The 
women give up their revolt and permit 
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themselves to sink back into the firm 
grip of a man’s world. 

Ray Harper, as Will, has one scene 
and turns in a grand performance. Wal- 
ter Greaza is excellent, and Effie Shin- 
non is competent as usual. Except for 
the weak performance of Hortense Al- 
den, the rest of the cast is capable. 

Shepard Traube, the producer, may 
be able to keep the show going for a 
while with the matinee trade, as the 
play undoubtedly has special appeal for 
the women. But it’s doubtful.

Page Miss Glory is the kind of wind- 
blown, cockeyed farce playwrights like 
to write, producers produce and direc- 
tors direct. It has the principal in- 
gredient required in farces, a completely 
punch-drunk starting point with sanity 
impossible after leaving that point. 
Laughs start soon after the curtain 
rises and continue in full measure until 
it falls. Thus, as a commercial propo- 
sition, the production is “in” solidly; 
and, after several false starts since de- 
serting the musical comedy line, 
Laurence Schwab, with Phil Dunning as 
his co-producer, gets a hit for himself. 

There’s a large order of satire in the 
play, too. Some of the shafts are mere 
barbs; others javelins. And they fly in 
all directions, pricking or wounding 
radio and its advertisers, beauty con- 
tests, the Hollywood producers, the 
metropolitan papers and their reporters,

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Mayor LaGuardia and the present flour- 
ishing members of the underworld en- 
gaged in the “snatch” racket. Even 
the Insull decision, handed down but a 
day or two before the play opened, is 
brought in. Incidentally, it gets one of 
the hearty laughs of the many provided. 


The assets of Page Miss Glory are 
above mentioned. Its liabilities are few. 
Some dirty lines, for which there is ab- 
solutely no need, comprise one of tbe 
debits. The other is also a minor item, 
that of the two-act form as used, re- 
sulting in both halves of the play being 
overlong and, despite the break-neck 
pace, productive of fidgets. 


About that cockeyed story, Click 
Wiley, a broke and none-too-ethical 
promoter, and his partner enter a beauty 
contest started by a laxative salt con- 
cern, by means of a composite photo- 
graph combining the best features of 
about half a dozen film stars. When 
Dawn Glory, the photograph, wins the 
$2,500 prize the fur starts flying. She 
is wanted for interviews by the press, 
indorsements by advertisers of every 
possible business, etc. As the demand 
for Dawn increases, Wiley and his aid, 
Ed Olsen, are pressed more and more 
to produce her in the flesh. By an ac- 
cident they discover a dull-witted and 
amorous chambermaid (Dorothy Hall) 
in their hotel, who fills the bill. It 
helps matters out for a while, until she 
starts to crack under the strain of being 
the nation’s chaste and beautiful 
example of womanhood. The two crooks 
who plan to kidnap her, a drunken 
aviator and the reporters bring about 
the denouement. Of course, that means 
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a windup of the various plot threads 
and the safe marrying of the aviator 
and the chambermaid idol. 

The principal requirement in farce 
playing, other than the pace to be 
superinduced by the author and direc- 
tor, is abandon. Of that Charles D. 
Brown as Click, James Stewart as Ed 
Olsen, Bruce MacFarlane as the flying 
souse and the others, led by J. Anthony 
Hughes, a blackmailing mnews-hawk 
from the Mirror, and Frederic Voight 
as the upstanding representative of The 
Times, have an ample supply. Both 
Brown and Stewart add zest to a smartly 
written farce. Dorothy Hall is the at- 
tractive and dumb chambermaid and 
goes thru the transition from bed maker 
to dream girl as convincingly as possible. 
Harry Bellaver and Joe Vitale are the 
kidnapers and dumb yeggs—one of 
whom is going up the ladder of 
criminal success by graduating from 
stickups to ransom demanding—and 
both of them play well. Harold Grau 
has a juicy part, neatly played, as a 
small-time Bronx woman’s page editor. 

The production uses the double-deck 
blackout method to good advantage, and 
the stage mechanics and designing were 
well done.

The Venice Theater, which was the 
Jolson in the glorious days of The Stu- 


dent Prince, is tenanted again—but not 


_for long. At present writing (tho not, 


one fears, at future reading) its occu- 
pant is a pathetically inept little musi- 
cal operetta, with words, music and 
direction by Donald Heywood, presented 
by John H. Mason. Its title, Africana, 
promises better things. 


Africana, by its very inability to make 
head or tail of itself, disarms criticism. 
It is to be pitied rather than censured 
as it tells its jumbled tale—a tale so 
jumbled that this conscientious reporter 
knew very little more about it when he 
left than he did when he went in. At 
any rate, it concerns an African prince 
who returns to his tribe after studying 
European morals; a pretty girl who is 
taboo and who becomes the prince's 
light o’ love; the inevitable conjur- 
woman, ond a Colonel of the French 
Legion who is relieved of his com- 
mission by the president of France (no 
less), and who gets it back again when 
his wife travels to Paris to tell the 
president that he’s wrong. In the end, 
for,no particular reason, everyone falls 
into everyone else’s arms as the jungle 
tom-toms throb away and an energetic 
chorus dislocates its collective anat- 
omy. 

Mr. Heywood’s music, well played by 
a band under the direction of Phillip 
Ellis, seems worthy of better material. 
And the hotcha dancing, which breaks 
out with frenzy at frequent intervals, 
offered a certain amount of entertain- 
ment to a reporter who’s a sucker for 
overheated footwork and fancy con- 
volutions of the abdomen. Outside of 
that, however, nothing. 

The earnest efforts of the large cast 
only served to make more pitiful the 
inadequacy of the wistful little show.

About all this new comedy has is @ 
catchy title and a string of amusing 
darts at modern marriage and religion.

The story—and it is a slim one—con- 
cerns Hugh Kemble, an artist, who mar- 
ried a Protestant bishop’s daughter and 
promptly regretted it. He feels a bit 
guilty about marrying for money; worse 
than that, he would like to become 4 
father. But his wife is too busy leading 
reform movements to take time off for 
a baby. 

And so our hero comes across a charm- 
ing French miss who agrees to bear his 
child on a strictly business basis. A year 
later our hero returns from abroad to 
be confronted by a returning and docile 
wife and by the French girl and his 
baby. It is a farcical situation, but 
leave it to Professor Hughes to clear it 
up for the final curtain. 


The plot, obviously, is vaporous. It 
is merely a peg on which Professo! 
Hughes can hang his malicious darts at 
churchmen, reformers, artists, busy 
wives and would-be fathers. The darts 
often find the bull’s-eye and most of 
them are really very witty and amus- 
ing, but an evening of wisecracks can 
be very tiring. This is. 

Gerald Cornell is fine and Claudia 
Morgan and Wilton Graff are more than 
adequate. The others are capable.

Tax Discrimination 

SPOKANE, Wash., Dec. “1—A definite 
stand against dog racing was taken -by 
the Eastern Washington division of 
Allied of Washington at their one-day 
meeting in the Davenport Hotel. 

Arthur H. Bishell, vice-president of 
the State association and owner of the 
Empress Theater, Spokane, presided, and 
James M. Hone, managing secretary, 
brought out some important points on 
taxation. Six members of the State 
Legislature were guests of the 50 theater 
owners present. i 

At present, under the occupational 
tax, picture exhibitors pay 1%4 per cent 
of their gross to the State, whereas re- 
tail stores pay only one-half of 1 per 
cent. The theater owners declared this 
was discrimination as they are retailers 
of pictures and should come under the 
retail classification. 

Secretary Hone was of the opinion 
that unless the classification of theaters 
is placed on the same basis of the re- 
tailers that the theater owners will come 
out for straight sales tax at the next 
legislative session in January. 

Unfair competition of schools and col- 
leges that put on entertainments for 
profit and pay no tax was discussed, and 
it was agreed that this condition should 
be corrected. 

Double billing was discussed, but it 
was agreed that this was a question 
that depended entirely upon contracts 
and relations. Thru double bills 
many theaters that otherwise 
have been closed have been able to 
make a profit and until this condition 
changes it is probable that double bill- 
ing will continue.

Detroit Theaters Hard Hit by 


City Beautification Ordinance 


DETROIT, Dec. 1.—An ordinance re- 
stricting all signs and marquees on @ 


three-mile section of Woodward avenue, 
which is now being widened, on the 
ground of street beautification was 
passed to first reading this week by the 
Detroit city council. The ordinance is 
being vigorously fought by leading busi- 
ness organizations affected and firms 
interested in street advertising, largely 
cn the ground that it is unfair to pass 
such legislation for one section of the 
city only. 

The Fox Theater, probably the most 
seriously affected building in the three 
miles, is a leader in fighting the legis- 
lation. The Fox would lose a neon sign 
eight stories tall, as well as a portion 
of its 75-foot marquee. 


The ordinance requires all marquees 
to be cut back to a width not over half 
that of the sidewalk. All “fixea cano- 
pies” are similarly ordered. More dras- 
tically even, all projecting signs and 
“stickouts” must be taken down. The 
ordinance becomes effective on all ex- 
isting buildings 90 days after passage. 
A further rule prohibits all signs on the 
sides of marquees on theaters, and the 
advertising on the front, which is con- 
sidered of little value to theaters, may 
only list the house name and the kind 
of business—particular attractions being 
shown ‘currently cannot apparently be 
listed. Price cannot be shown. 

Other theaters affected include the 
Colonial, Blackstone No. 2, Roxy, State, 
Fine Arts, Comedy, Majestic, Forest, 
Nerwood and Center. 


“May Can Hollywood 


As Preview Center 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 1.—Believing the 
public in and around Los Angeles and 
Hollywood are becoming too preview 
wise, major studios are considering a 
plan of previewing their pictures, for 
audience response, in remote cities re- 
moved from this section. Belief is that 
reactions gathered away from this pic- 
ture center would prove more valuable 
and indicative of the average American 
audience. 

Picture fans have caught on to the 
majors’ way of previewing pictures. All 
of them use the Fox Wilshire for class 
pictures, such as Shearer, Davies, West, 
Garbo and such. Westerns and indies 
always show at suburban houses. RKO 
shows most of theirs at the RKO Hill- 
street, and Warners use their Beverly 
Hills house for Grade A pictures and 
Bewntown and Hollywood theaters for 
program pictures. A fan can always be 
sure of a Fox picture at the Larchmont 
on Friday and a Universal or Fox at the 
Pantages on the same night. Paramount 
pictures invariably get their first public 
showing at the Westwood, as do Fox's 
outstanding ones. Columbia uses the 
Fairfax and the Colorado in Pasadena 
for previews and occasionally one for the 
Warner Beverly Hill house. 


Contention of the majors is that the 
preview hounds are on deck at the 
same theaters every time a picture is 
previewed and hence their reactions are 
not indicative of the regular audiences 
outside of the cinema capital. 


In addition, the preview racket still 
exists in the metropolitan area, with 
theaters booking unreleased pictures for 
$15 a night and advertising them as 
studio previews. Seasoned preview fans 
are wise to the racket and know what 
houses are used fur the showing of bona 
fide studio previews.

Big Business 


ee reports that last year the theaters of 
this country employed approximately 63,473 persons 
and carried a pay roll of $85,410,000. This does not include 
production, but strictly theater business. This, ladies and 
gentlemen, is Big Business. — 


It is doubtful if any industry in the world could have 
stood up under the bombardment of adversity that beset 
the theaters last year. Yet they pulled thru and are now 
facing a period of prosperity. It speaks well for the thea- 
ter owners and their tenacity in the face of depression. 
Every theater operator, from the lowliest ‘‘shooting gal- 
lery’’ to the mightiest de luxer, deserves credit for doing 
his share to boost employment and help bring about the 
return of prosperity. 


The picture business has a certain fascination for de- 
structive outside forces. Legislators look upon the thea- 
ter as legitimate prey when taxes are needed. Congress- 
men kick the picture business around as a vote getter, and 
plain out-and-out busybodies who have little else to do 
add their petty annoyances. In spite of it all, the theater 
men have kept their chins up and fought a winning battle. 


This does not mean that the exhibitors are entirely 
out of the woods, but the prospects are promising. A great 
deal will depend upon legislation passed by Congress and 
the various State Legislatures at their next sessions. The 
theater men are straddled with just about all the grief 
they can support and continue to carry the $85,000,000 
pay roll. If given an even break, many of the theaters 
now closed will reopen and increase theater employment 
to a great extent. 


If, however, the owners of closed theaters see adverse 
legislation in the offing, they will keep their houses shut 
rather than try to operate under such trying conditions. 
There are approximately 5,000 houses now closed. Just 
how many additional persons these houses would employ 
if conditions were favorable is hard to determine, but it 
would number many thousands. If legislators wish to do 
something constructive they will remove some of the 
burden from the theaters and permit the dark houses to 
open, thus paving the way for additional employment, 
which would seem to be a little more important than add- 
ing taxes. 


In January 43 State Legislatures will convene. In 
addition Congress will be in session. In nearly every State 
body there will be tax legislation up for vote and in most 
instances the theaters will come in for their share of 


socking. 


It is a foregone conclusion that Congress will order 
an investigation of the picture business and probably add 
some barriers that will make it more difficult for the pic- 
ture industry to function. It is not likely that any radical 
measures will be adopted, but any additional burden is 
going to lessen employment in the picture field. 


The administration is encouraging all lines of indus- 
try to expand, but no other business is so impeded by State 
and national groups as the picture business, and it is time 
the persons in this business were given assurance that the 
track is clear of all obstacles and it can go ahead at top 
speed. 


January will probably tell whether or not this in- 
dustry is to hit its stride or whether it is to be thrown for 
a loss. Let’s hope for the best.

lost had had recent first run showings in 
chain theaters here. 

When Harry Perelman, the original 
plaintiff, was recalled to the stand to 
show check books which indicated his 
partnership in his uptown theater, At- 
torney Wolf moved for an immediate dis- 
missal on the grounds that no conspiracy 
had been shown and that, because of a 
recent ruling on partnership arrange- 
ments, no citizen’s property rights were 
in jeopardy. Judge Welsh refused the 
dismissal. 

Not until Wednesday did the defense 
call its first witness. Walter Vincent, an 
exhibitor with extensive holdings in this 
territory, was first called to the stand by 
Wolf. Vincent declared that the double 
feature and the 10-cent theater was a 
menace to the industry, declaring that 
already too many films—and too many 
bad films were being produced. He de- 
clared that “everyone would be better 
off if fewer but better films were made” 
and if the practice of double-featuring, 
which stimulates excess production, 
would be eliminated. When cross-ex- 
amined, Vincent stated that while he 
had selective contracts with major dis- 
tributors he would buy a good feature 
from any independent company. Former 
Congressman Benjamin M. Golder, at- 
torney for the plaintiff, referred to Vin- 
cent’s executive capacity in Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of America affairs, 
and reviving an echo of the recent MPTO 
and IEPA split, asked Vincent if the 
MPTO were not subsidized by the al- 
leged trust. Vincent gave an indignant 
denial. “I would not allow myself to be 
subsidized by anyone,” he said. 

A poll of his customers showed that 
they didn’t want double features, was 
the testimony of Edward Jeffries, Rox- 
borough exhibitor. He also stated that 
school authorities had commended him 
for not double-featuring, thereby allow- 
ing room for educational shorts on his 
programs. Fred Leopold also testified

operators in the endurance field almost 
daily encounter evidence that certain 
interests are making a_ well-planned 
effort to eliminate endurance contests 
from the amusement horizon. There are 
ample funds available to encourage and 
foster legislation in the form of State 
laws and city ordinances to either pro- 
hibit this type of entertainment entirely 
or place such excessive taxes and license 
fees in effect that they automatically 
gain their end. 


Those of us who are really sincere and 
take pride in our records naturally re- 
sent and are bitter over the fact that 
we must pay the penalty for the mis- 
deeds of the “shoe-string” promoters 
and those operators who would rather 
cheat somebody out of 50 cents than 
make $100 legitimately. Our only salva- 
tion, if our chosen field of endeavor is 
to have a fighting chance, is to fight fire 
with fire and ORGANIZE OURSELVES. 
It is Juvenile to permit our forces to 
scatter and, in many instances, pull in 
opposite directions when concerted ac- 
tion is the only solution to the situation 
we are facing. 


I wish to go on record as being ready 
to participate in a national organization 
of endurance-show operators. I am will- 
ing to work hand in hand with any 
recognized operator who is interested 
enough in the future of this business to 
teke the initiative and start the ball 
rolling.

Tomorrow and all the world will know 
that D’Arcy O’Brien is a bankrupt’ (that 
was the heroine’s papa), and the lovely 
heroine said, ‘I would rather live in the 
Ppoorhouse than be the bride of such as 
you,’ we cheered that beautiful senti- 
ment until we got so tired we could 
cheer no more. 


“And how we hissed the nasty old vil- 
lain when he said, ‘And at last, me 
pre-oud beau-tie, I have you in my 
Pow-ah.”

and the game will be lost. Let’s hope 
that the suggestion has not come too 
late. Only in unity is there strength, 
and without organization nothing can 
survive. 


A national organization is possible and 
necessary and I hereby offer my serv- 
ices to the cause without any compensa- 
tion. The first real step of the organi- 
zation should be to drive out the fly-by- 
night promoter, the doorman thot 
thinks he is a leader of men, the para- 
sites and the shoe-string operators. The 
association should win the confidence cf 
the high-type promoters who are really 
showmen. They will be willing to co- 
operate. 


Things that must be stopped include 
the shows opening up without any ways 
and means of guaranteeing the whole or 
the part of prize money. These must 
be deposited before the show starts at 
least part of the prize money. The rest 
may be deducted from the gross receipts 
on a percentage plan. There must be 
prize money after the show goes a cer- 
tain number of hours. The leaving of 
bad debts must be stopped. Contests 
must be run fairly in justice to the 
contestants and to the public. Publicity 
men must tell the truth and not lie 
about their many S. R. O. nights when 
the show is a flop. Contestants should 
be fair to the promoter and not be 
allowed to drop out of one show for 
another just to be nasty. There are 
hundreds of constructive thoughts that 
could be incorporated into such an 
association for the good of the field. 


I personally know of two Southern 
shows that opened recently where the 
so-called promoters didn’t have as much 
as $100. Just gambling on sheer nerve, 
with contestants and help that were 
victims of the depression. Never once 
did this promoter care where they all 
ended up. They had no protection and 
he knew it. 

Is it any wonder that some commu- 
nities would not hesitate to adopt 
ordinances against such promotions, and 
when they do who is left to fight the 
situation? There is no organization to 
front and fight for the game. No, we 
all have had to suffer for others’ mis- 
takes. 

Now is the time to organize and fight. 
Membership in such an organization 
could be had by not only contestants, 
but by those who have been members of 
the staffs in the various departments. 
There could be a small charge for 
their monthly dues. They would not 
only be protected, but would have some- 
one to go to with their troubles, the 
interest of both sides would be pro- 
tected. 

I know of an attorney in Indiana 
who would be willing to work with us, 2 
man who knows what it is all about 
end has made a study of the game. First 
let- us find out, by asking for letters, 
who would be willing to join. If we get 
enough to start with. I say, “Let’s go!” 
Let’s get organized and save the game 
from passing out of the picture. Let’s 
get back into the confidence of the 
public and the powers that be. Let’s 
work with the honest promoter. Let’s 
drive the dishonest one back to driving 
the truck, where he belongs. 

Let’s make our walkathons and mara- 
thons a2 legitimate thing and batter 
down the idea that we of the endurance 
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world are racketeers. Thanks for the 
timely suggestion and may the really 
and truly National Endurance Show As- 
sociation prosper.

Sir Arthur Wing Pinero 


Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, veteran 
dramatist, died at a nursing home in 
London November 23. He was 79 years 
old. Pinero started out as a lawyer, 
but at the age of 19 joined the Thea- 
ter Royal Stock Company at Edin- 
burgh, where he received his first 
training. In 1875 he became a mem- 
ber of Sir Henry Irving’s Company and 
received a great deal of knowledge in 
the art of stage directing. His first 
really successful play was “Daisy’s Es- 
cape,” produced by Irving at the 
Lyceum. 

After writing three of his successful 
curtain-raisers, he married Myra 
Holmes, who later became Lady Pinero. 
She died in 1919. From 1880 on he 
rose to rapid fame and at the height 
of his career was said to have earned 
$100,000 a year. From 1881 to 1912 
he produced 37 plays, many of which 
were as well liked in America as in Eng- 
land. 

“Trelawney of the Wells,” “The Cay 
Lord Quex,” “Sweet Lavender” “The 
Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith,” “tris,” ““Mid- 
Channel” and “The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray” are the best remembered plays 
from his long list. 

In 1909 he was knighted by King Ed- 
ward Vil. He was also well known as 
a lecturer, a keen enthusiast of sports, 
as president of the Dramatists’ Club 
and a member of the Players’ Club. 
Pencneegne 
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more than a half century engaged in 
orchestra work in that city, died No- 
vember 22 at his home there following 


a long illness. He went to Canton at 
the age of 18 as director of the pit 
orchestra at the Old Schaefer Opera 
House, now the Grand. Later he organ- 
ized and conducted the Canton Orches- 
tral Club and Emerson’s Orchestra. For 
several years his band played for dances 
in the Canton area.

Sam Harris, 60, dean of San Fran- 
cisco theater men and for years partner 
in the firm of Ackerman & Harris, died 
at the Mt. Zion Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, November 26, from pneumonia, 
following a series of paralytic strokes. 
He had been ill for several months. 
Death came to Mr. Harris just as his 
friends in the profession were planning 
a huge benefit for him. He had suf- 
fered financial reverses during the de- 


pression. It was to “put him on his 
feet again” that the benefit was 
planned. 


Mr. Harris began his theatrical career 
in 1901 when he built his first theater 
in Oakland, Calif. From that he rose 
to the heights in the ’20s, when, with 
Irving Ackerman, he owned and op- 
erated more than 100 theaters, with a 
chain from Portland, Ore., to Los An- 
geles and from San Francisco to Chi- 
cago. His first San Francisco venture 
was a huge tent theater which he called 
the Wigwam.

RICHMOND, Va., Dec. 1.—Red tape in 
connection with the rental of the State 
Fairgrounds by circuses, carnivals and 
other outdoor attractions will be done 
away with under an ordinance just 
adopted by the Council Committee on 
Utilities, and it will in the future be 
possible for any circus or carnival agent 
to contract for the lot immediately upon 
arrival in Richmond. 


The ordinance provides that the fair- 
grounds may be rented, for a period not 
exceeding 30 days, by the director of 
public works, whereas heretofore it has 
been necessary for the matter to go be- 
fore council for action, a course of pro- 
cedure which as a rule would require a 
month for decision.

Toronto Meet Hears Key Fairs 
Only Fraction Under Boom Years 


Chapman tells IAFE cross-sectional report from 27 is 
that attendance was only one-third of 1 per cent less 
than in 1927-29—>patrons want comfort, says Darling 


TORONTO, Dec. 1.—To tell his best 


news first, President Fred A. Chapman, 


Ionia (Mich.) Free Fair, reviewed before the opening session of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions at its 44th annual meeting in the Royal York 
Hotel here Tuesday forenoon the amazing progress chalked up in fairdom this year. 
In his address he gave figures received from 27 key fairs in the States and Canada, 
representing a cross-sectional average by which can be Judged the outcome of the 
season. Highlight of his chart showed that the average decrease in attendance from 


the boom years of 1927-’28-’29 for the 
fairs reporting was only one-third of 1 
per cent. 


“The optimistic spirit expressed by so 
many fair managers and in The Bill- 
board,” he préfaced, “during the early part 
of the year was not a mere expression of 
hope but a reality and has been justified 
by the patronage, increase in exhibits and 
financial results of so many of our fairs 
this year.” 


Midways Go Up, Too 


Roll call of the association «member- 
ship was responded to by more than 30 
delegations. This was considered satis- 
factory and leaders in the IAFE expressed 
pleasure that the Canadian meeting had 
turned out so well and predicted that 
future meetings, either in the States or 
in Canada, will be better attended by 
fair executives from both sides of the 
border. 


Substantial increase in attendance, exe 
_ hibits and grand-stand and midway re- 
ceipts was reported. Of 27 major fairs, 
representative and widely scattered, it 
was shown that total attendance was 
6,176,860. 


Average °34 attendance for these fairs 
Was 319,174, as compared with 1931-’82- 
33 for the same fairs of 270,722. Average 
attendance in 1927-’28-’29 for the same 
fairs was 320,219. This gives an average 
increase over 1931-'33 of 17 8-10 per cent 
and an average decrease from 1927-'29 of 
only one-third of 1 per cent. 

Average increase of commercial ex- 
hibits in 1934 over last year was given as 
25 6-10 per cent; average increase in agri- 
cultural and live stock exhibits over last 
year as 8 6-10 per cent. 

Afternoon grand-stand increase over 
‘83 was 12 67-100 per cent. Night grand 
stands went up over ’33 figures by 12 
47-100 per cent. Machinery shown in 
1934, as against the year before, was 15 
per cent greater. 

Carnival receipts increased on an aver- 
age at these fairs in 1934 over 1933 by 
31 6-10 per cent. 

Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto, 
again led all fairs in attendance: 1934 
gate totaled 1,503,000. The State Fair of 
Texas, Dallas, held the lead in the United 
States with 906,148. 


Lauds Workers’ Spirit 


“This report covers about 50 per cent 
of our membership and indicates rapid 
recovery of fairs as a medium of educa- 
tion and entertainment for the people 
of the United States and Canada,” said 
Mr. Chapman.

Court Dismisses 
Townsend Action 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 1.—A Federal 
Court suit here seeking to have the 1933 
State reorganization law held invalid 
and asking an injunction to prohibit M. 
Clifford Townsend, lieutenant governor, 
from receiving salary, has been dis- 
missed for want of equity. Mr. Town- 
send is in charge of Indiana State Fair 
by virtue of his office. 


Judge Robert ©. Baltzell held that 
framers of the constitution had meant 
for the lieutenant governor to be a 
member of the executive department of 
the government and that it expressly 
provided that he act as president of 
the State senate, altho not a member 
of that body. He said a compensa- 
tion was fixed, but it did not limit the 
salary in case he fulfills other duties. 

The Legislature had raised Mr. Town- 
send’s salary to $6,000 and put him at 
the head of the department which has 
charge of operating the Indiana Fair.

MINEOLA, L. I., N. Y¥., Dec. 1.—At the 
annual meeting of Queens-Nassau Fair 
announcement was made that receipts 
for the year totaled $77,867, and dis- 
bursements, exclusive of payments of 
principal and interest on notes, $64,743.

and M. W. Jencks, secretary of Kansas 
Free Fair, Topeka, was made a member 
of the board of directors. Fred A. Chap- 
man, retiring president, automatically 
became a member of the board. 


Because many fair men left Toronto on 
Wednesday so as to be at home on 
Thanksgiving Day, the session had only 
about 40 in attendance. President Chap- 
man was in the chair. Hon. Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture for 
Canada, was principal speaker.

TORONTO, Dec. 1.—Considering pay- 
ment of fees by exhibitions for the 
privilege of playing copyrighted music 
unjust, the Canadian Association of Ex- 
hibitions, in annual session here, on 
Monday went on record as opposing 
such payments and took action looking 
toward amendment of the act governing 
such payments. 

The music fee situation was the one 
major topic at the association’s session, 
other matters being deferred to be 
taken up in the joint session of the 
Canadian Association and the Interna- 
tional Association of Fairs and Exposi- 
tions on Tuesday and Thursday. 

Elwood A. Hughes, managing director 
of the Canadian National Exhibition, 
was chosen to head the Canadian asso- 
ciation for the coming year. William 
Bolter, Prince Edward Island, was elected 
vice-president, and W. D. Jackson, secre- 
tary of Western Canada Fair, London, 
Ont., was re-elected secretary-treasurer, 
a position he has admirably filled for a 
number of years. As members of the 
executive board, the retiring president, 
D. T. Elderkin, and R. B. McElroy were 
elected. 


Thought Fairs Exempt 


In absence of the president H. H. Mc- 
Elroy, Ottawa, presided. The session was 
brief and to the point. After brief pre- 
liminaries the music tax question was 
taken up. Col. Cooper, representing 


theatrical interests, explained the work-. 


ings of the music tax and also the Mu- 
sical Protective Society, formed some 
five years ago to work for a more equit- 
able method of taxation. Col. Cooper 
said that under present arrangements 
the Performing Rights Society might 
charge theaters, broadcasting stations, 
etc., a certain amount and next year 
might double or triple the amount 
charged. 

The fair men had been under the im- 
pression that exhibitions, as educational 
institutions, were entirely exempt from 
the tax, but the music men have been 
collecting fees from many of the fairs 
and attempting to collect from others. 
T. Gordon Daglish, secretary-treasurer 
of the Canadian National Exhibition, 
stated that the Musical Protective So- 
ciety has become very active in fighting 
the tax and he thought the exhibition 
associations should support any action 
the society might take. The broad- 
casters and theaters are paying tre- 
mendous fees, he said, and it is only a 
question of time until the exhibition 
associations will be doing the same un- 
less action is taken to prevent it. 


Attendance Is Good 


P. W. Abbott, Edmonton, suggested 
that some action be taken to change 
wording of the act pertaining to music 
fees to specifically exempt exhibitions 
from its provisions. A motion was made 
that a special committee to be composed 
of three fair men, one from the CNE, 
one from Ottawa and one from London, 
Ont., be appointed to interview Robert 
Wier, minister of agriculture, and seek 
an amendment to the act. It was sug- 
gested that Mr. Abbott be included on 
the committee and the suggestion was 
adopted. It was left to the fair boards 
to name the members of the committee. 

Attendance at the association’s ses- 
sion was very good, all except two fairs 
being represented. Report of the sec- 
tetary -treasurer indicated that the 
essociation is in excellent financial con- 
dition, with no debts and a substantial 
balance in the bank. 


Michigan Paying Premiums 


LANSING, Dec. 1.—Michigan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reports that to date 
it has paid $62,613 in premiums to ex- 
hibitors at county fairs, exclusive of the 
two State fairs. An additional $34,581 
had been paid to 4-H Clubs in 83 
counties.

Put Back In 


More than $20,000 laid 
out on Shreveport grounds 
and directors are satisfied 


SHREVEPORT, Dec. 1.—A profit of 
$20.908.91. double that of the preceding 
year, was realized by the 1934 Louisiana 
State Pair, it was reported by Secretary- 
Manager W. R. Hirsch at the annual 
meeting of directors. 


Paid attendance in 1934 was 138,465, 
an increase of 40,000 over 1933. This 
year’s attendance was second largest 
during the 29 years of the State fair’s 
history, being exceeded only by that of 
1929 with 142,000. 

CWA expenditures of $28,422, which 
included construction of a paddock and 
improvement of the football stadium 
and beautification of grounds, absorbed 
the profit from this year’s fair, leaving 
a loss of $7,513. However, the directors 
voted the money well spent and con- 
gratulated the management upon the 
record. 

Louisiana State Pair is not a dividend- 
paying enterprise and all profits are 
invested in improvements. Mr. Hirsch 
has begun active planning for the 1935 
fair. He expects to introduce some new 
ideas in accord with his custom of 
giving patrons something new each year.

DALLAS, Dec. 1.—New hopes for Texas 
Centennial Exposition in 1936 soared 
here as a State charter was sought for 
Texas Centennial Central Exposition Cor- 
poration to finance and direct the big 
show. The corporation has Dallas buy- 
ers’ promises to take a $2,000,000 bond 
‘issue to start preliminary work, it was 
announced. Completion of organization 
is expected soon. 

Sale of the $2,000,000 bond issue is 
predicated on city council’s willingness 
to sell $3,000,000 bonds. Dallas property 
owners voted the issue on October 30 
on the council’s promise that the bonds 
would be sold only if $10,000,000 State 
and federal aid were granted. Since a 
special session of the Legislature dis- 
inherited the Centennial and refused a 
$5,000,000 appropriation, the council now 
will order a postcard poll of property 
owners to determine whether it should 
sell the bonds on the basis of the cor- 
poration’s promised “$2,000,000 issue. 

Altho plans call for work to proceed 
with the city’s and corporation’s bonds, 
efforts to get State and federal funds 
won't be abandoned. Plea for $5,000,000 
will be renewed at the regular session of 
the Legislature in January. A congres- 
sional committee is to hold hearings 
s00n on a requested federal grant. 

Members of the committee which 
worked out plans for the Centennial Cor- 
poration, authorized by the Texas Cen- 
tennial Commission, included presidents 
of Dallas’ three biggest banks.

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That followers of half-mile track rac- 
ing in 1934 were treated to a season of 
outstanding sport is revealed by the 
number of fast miles recorded in all 
sections by both the trotters and pacers. 
Racing followers everywhere were treated 
to a grand array of fast miles that at 
many of the top half-mile track meet- 
ings the racing was of Grand Circuit 
caliber. 


It was only a few years ago that 2:10 
performances over the minor ovals was 
considered an outstanding distinction, 
and those performers each season were 
singled out as among the top stars of 
the year. But with the great strides 
made in the speed line during recent 
seasons, the 2:10 notch over the minors 
is now just another of those things that 
are looked for by the racing followers. 


The standard of half-mile track excel- 
lence has now shifted from 2:10, where 
it stood for nearly 100 years, down to 
2:05, where it will probably ever remain 
as long as harness horses are raced. 
Just what a feat 2:05 miles over a twice- 
around really are is best seen thru the 
fact that it was only a matter of a few 
years back when such miles were only 
expected of the mile tracks. But today 
that is all passed, for a great many of 
the leading half-mile track meetings of 
the year annually serve up their quota 
of such fast heats and races. In the 
case of the colts, both the 2 and 3-year- 
olds, 2:10 will always be considered as 
a feat of ability, particularly so with 
the 2-year-olds. Today we have but a 
mere handful of colt trotters that ever 
beat 2:10 over a small oval, and but 
three 2-year-old pacers who ever did 
so in a race, so with them such a feat 
is never going to become common, 


Many Racing Stars 


The list of top half-mile-track racing 
stars for 1934 includes the names of 30 
individuals, with the pacing members 
way out in front by their showing. Of 
the total of 30, the pacers number no 
less than 25, and of the 55 2:05 miles 
recorded over the minor tracks during 
the season, 50 of these were turned in 
by the sidewheelers, as no trotter raced 
was able to turn in more than one 2:05 
or better race mile, evidence of just 
what kind of a feat it is to trot in that 
notch in an actual contest. 


The leader for 1934 is not hard to 
single out, and turns up in the Ohio 
gelding, Ray Henley, 2:0134, owned and 
raced by the Xenia trainer, Joe Hagler. 
Thruout the season the son of Peter 
Henley turned in no less than 13 2:05 
or better miles, 12 of these coming in 
races. 


His mile at the Ohio State Pair in 
2:02% is the fastest of the year, and 
his two heats there in 2:02% and 2:02% 
are a new world’s record for a two-heat 
race. He has three better than 2:03 
miles to his credit, and seven in 2:04 
or better. He was defeated but once 
over the half-mile tracks, where for five 
years he has almost been invincible— 
in fact, he is one of the greatest half- 
mile track pacers of all time, for his 
record shows a total of 50 races over 
minor tracks, of which he has won no 


less than 41, and in five 
racing. 

Two other performers won as many 
as five such fast miles, Tommy Hanover, 
2:03%4; and Calumet Budlong, 2:02%, 
both of whom weré top performers all 
season long. The first named, like Ray 
Henley, is one of the toughest half-mile 
track pacers seen in a long time. Win- 
ner in 12 of his 15 races this year, he 
was the only horse to defeat Ray Henley 
over a twice around. In 1933 he won 10 
of his 14 races, and in 1932 Was un- 
defeated in six races, a much better 
than fair record. He is owned by E. A. 
Koons, of Millersburg, Pa., and has al- 
ways been raced by Paul Welp. y 

Two performers won as many as three 
fast miles, Napoleon Grant, 2:00, a new 
addition to the two-minute list, and 
Glady’s Potempkin, 2:02%. A trio landed 
as many as two, Little Nell, 2:0414; Miss 
Abbedale, 2:01%, and Daniel Hanover, 
2:01%4, these performers being the only 
ones out of the 25 to win more than 
one such mile. 

The five trotters in the list, all with 
one 2:05 or better mile to their credit, 
are Angel Child, 2:01%; Una Signal, 
1:59%; Peter FP. J., 2:01%; Morley 
Frisco, 2:01%, and Taffy Volo, 2:02%. 
A significant fact relating to this group 
of five is that everyone is a world’s 
champion, earning that distinction 
when they trotted to their half-mile 
track performances, something just a 
little out of the ordinary.

TORONTO, Dec. 1.—-The Manufac- 
turers and Dealers’ Section of the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks, 
now combined with the American Asso- 
ciation of Pools and Beaches as a result 
of ratification of by-laws here on Satur- 
day, which weld the two organizations 
together, is now ready to stage the an- 
nual exhibition of products and manu- 
factures by virtue of authority vested in 
it to that effect at the convention of 
the associations here. 


A committee of the manufacturers 
met with a committee of the new park- 
pool organizatidbn for a decision on two 
major points on Monday morning. The 
first and most important issue con- 
cerned both the manner in which the 
annual exposition is to be conducted 
and the formation of a machine for its 
development and staging. The second 
point has to do with the scope of the 
convention, which in effect means 
whether or not the.carnival, fair and 
cther outdoor show organizations will 
be approached to hold their annuals in 
conjunction with the park-pool-beach 
and manufacturers’ units. 


For Joint Conventions 


On the first point the authority is 
clear. Those participating in next year’s 
convention on the manufacturers’ end 
will be responsible for artanging the ex- 
position, a departure which expert ob- 
servers fee] will have proved more than 
a noble experiment when the 1935 con- 
fab passes into history. 


While the second point is somewhat 
clouded and in the tentative stage, 
according to reports, there appears to be 
strong sentiment in favor of a plan 
which will commit the parent organi- 
zation to the policy of holding the con- 
vention in conjunction with kindred 
groups, which include the carnival in- 
dustry, concessioners, fairs and the like, 
such as prevailed at the conclave here. 

With the park and pool men’s associa- 
tion ready to start work under a more 
sclid foundation and the advantages of 
wider scope and a new name, the manu- 
facturers follow suit with a framework 
that is dedicated to the proposition of 
all-inclusiveness. In this instance, too, 
there will be a slight change in the 
name, with the word “section” due to go 
in favor of a title that will suggest 
cteater self-regulation and autonomy. 


After More Members 


Affiliation with the NAAPPB remains 
status quo, altho there will be a sharp 
division on the major points of affilia- 
tion. ‘Chances are that there will be 
“working agreements” for specific pur- 
poses, such as the annual convention 
ind exhibit, whereas heretofore the 
affillation has been general and con- 
tinuous. In other words, the devicers 
wi strike out as a semi-independent 
unit. 

One of the foremost aims is an annual 
show patterned after the Olympia in 
England.

“On behalf of the members of the 
AFA we earnestly solicit your moral sup- 
port and assure you that we shall, at all 
times, stand ready to do our part for ‘a 
better and more prosperous show busi- 
ness.’ ”

of continuing and surviving under a code 
and, in general, to take no action or in- 
itiate any activity looking toward codifi- 
cation. 


Association passed the resolution 
unanimousiy and this moved Frank W.

The pur- 
poses of the NRA, he said, would not be 
thwarted when it is proved that a park 
code would react to the detriment of the 
amusement resort field. Mr. Geist's talk 
was received with a thunderous ovation, 
echoing a clear expression of the senti- 
ments of the membership.

President Darling opened the Saturday 
stanza with pungent remarks on the his- 
tory of the association, its work, achieve- 
ments and progress, tho deploring lack of 
sufficient co-cperation and the “let 
George do it” attitude. 

“You must go away from here,” he 
said, “determined to interest your neigh- 
bors to come to the support of the asso- 
ciation or there will be no association.” 

He urged the merger of the parks with

TORONTO—The show in Toronto was 
not large but it did have quality and 
represented most of the old reliables. 
Al Hodge said it represented the cream 
of the industry. We would prefer to 
have it known that some of the re- 
liables remained at home for several 
reasons. 


Lack of understanding of duty, cus- 
toms, immigration and exchange and 
hesitancy in going to a foreign country 
were factors in the decision. The poor 
business of the past year was no doubt 
a major factor. 


Nevertheless, the organization of our 
manufacturers made a decided change 
in its whole setup. The name is to be 
changed to one that will be all-in- 
clusive of manufacturers and dealers of 
all supplies and services catering to the 
show business. 

The constitution will be revised and 
a much wider scope given to our or- 
ganization. 

Then we are to take over the man- 
agement and conduct of the exhibits at 
the 1935 convention and will have a 
voice in selecting the location. It means 
new life and much more activity for the 
renamed and reorganized ally of the re- 
organized park, pool and beach con- 
vention. 


Taught Something New 


The Toronto show taught us much 
of the scientific method of showing a 
new attraction. The Loop-the-Loop in 
actual operating size was erected in the 
exhibit room by the Spillman Engineer- 
ing Company. The park men and con- 
dessioners rode on it as they could in 
an amusement park or at a fair. 

They showed no great enthusiasm or 
joy in the ride. This fact was fre- 
quently commented upon by observers. 
One not familiar with the critical atti- 
tude of present-day buyers could easily 
have been misled and have taken home 
an unfair estimate of this new device. 
Those well acquainted in the industry 
saw at once that most of the passengers 
were people in the business who were 
critically estimating the novelty, me- 
chanical efficiency, method and cost of 
operating and, most of all, safety of the 
new ride. 

They talked of capacity, number of 
employees required, repairs if any, 
amount of current used and space re- 
quired. Men do not smile when ab- 
sorbed with such thoughts. 

Then on Saturday night a fraternity 
had a ball on the same floor with us. 
They rode the new ride in dress clothes, 
oftentimes four in a car. Their dig- 
nity did not prevent laughs, yells, smiles 
and some hilarity. Behold! This was 
the public. All they saw was something 
new, novel and attractive. They only 
felt a new thrill. They repeated. What 
more could we ask? 

Now we know from actual observation 
that we want the general public in our 
exhibit hall if we would get a true 
demonstration of our wares. Your au- 
thor saw a veteran park man change 
his opinion and reverse himself com- 
pletely in less than one hour. What 
would have happened had there been no 
public? Some day there will be more 
of the public see our exhibits. We are 
told in well-informed circles that this 
dear public will pay to come in. We 
shall see what we shall see. 


Big Task Ahead 


Our new organization has a new job. 
How many of you are going to toss your 
hat in the ring and help put over a 
better and bigger exhibit for 1935? 
Where shall we have it and when? 

Canada is not yet fully able to esti- 
mate our worth to society, nor does it 
fully realize the constructive work we 
do in showing the best use of the new 
leisure. 

As the fraternity above mentioned was 
leaving our exhibit room one group was 
met by an incoming party. One lady 
asked another what was going on and 
she got the response that it was “a trick- 
sters’ convention.” We must correct 
such impressions with more and better 
publicity for each convention. Can’t we 
get something in the newsreels the week 
of our convention? 

The roll call of park men showed 
many of our good resorts unrepresented. 
We could not mention some and not 


others sO we can only say we missed 
you and want you to know it. We 
wish you a better season next year. 
Some of you feared going into severely 
cold weather. We saw many of our peo- 
ple on the street with no overcoats.

Merger Is Effected 


A. R. Hodge, veteran secretary, in mak- 
ing his annual report, observed that the 
matter of exhibitors has been a keen 
disappointment, with the crossing of the 
border given as the alibi in most cases. 
Only 22 displays were unfolded in the 
hotel’s exhibit hall and there was not a 
single exhibit from the Dominion. The 


large indebtedness of the NAAP, pre- 
sented in the Hodge report, hastened the 
adaption of by-laws which brought the 


park body and the beach and pool unit 
together in one group with an all-in- 
clusive purpose. Mr. Alexander brought 
in a detailed report on the wisdom of 
amalgamation and read off the certificate 
of incorporation filed in Delaware. The 
two organizations were officially dissolved 
and a board of trustees formed. Several 
minor changes in the by-laws were made. 
Mr. Alexander made the motion, and 
George F, Schott, Coney Island, Cincin- 
nati, the second, which brought both or- 
ganizations under one banner. 


President Darling said there would be 
provisions in the new setup for a demo- 
cratic and liberal administration, re- 
minding the body of the “legend—an 
erroneous one—that the NAAP was con- 
ducted in an undemocratic way.” 


Cuests Are Welcomed : 


The presidents of the several organiza- 
tions convening here jointly, as well as 
distinguished guests, featured the Mon- 
day innings. Prominent among them 
were Col. Harry McGee, president of the 
Royal Winter Fair, day and dating the 
parley; Fred A. Chapman, International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions; 
Ernie A. Young, Showmen’s League of 
America; Max Cohen, counsel American 
Carnivals Association, and others. 


Elwood A. Hughes, general manager 
Canadian National Exhibition, and 
elected president of both the Canadian 
fairs and IAFE, spoke for D. T. Elderkin, 
retiring head of Dominion fairs, with a 
graceful note of welcome. Mr. Chapman 
observed that the fairs appeal to the 
same class of people as the parks and 
beaches, and said that there was only 
one-third of 1 per cent less attendance 
at fairs during the year just past than 
in the peak years of 1927-'28-'29, with a 
substantial showing in concession and 
carnival receipts to the tune of a 31 per 
cent rise. 

With Charles H. Potter, Miramar Pool, 
New York City, absent for this session, 
Herbert F. O’Malley, director of Playland, 
Rye, N. Y., read the former’s prepared 
address on the competition of munici- 
pally-owned pools in which he presented 
several vital angles which will be taken 
up at length in a forthcoming issue. 


Municipals Are Cracked 


A general discussion of the municipal 
versus the private-commercial operation 
was led by Arthur E. French, vice-presi- 
dent Joseph P. Day, New York, operators 
of Manhattan, Oriental and Brighton 
beaches in the metropolis. Mr. French 
was emphatic on the point that the gove 
ernment is in the bathing and pool busi- 
ness to stay, and “there is nothing we can 
do about it except to try and improve our 
Standards to beat them at the game they 
have adopted.” Tax exemption, he said, 
made it difficult for the commercial op- 
erator. He urged concentrated action, 


offering the customers what the govern- 
ment cannot provide and “keeping a 
jump ahead of the civics.” 

DeArv G. Barton read the address pre- 
pared by Ray Steck, manager Lake 
Hellums Park, Enid, Okla., whose theme 
was Parasite Competition, intended as a 
crack at the municipals. Mr. Steck 
pressed for injection of outstanding nov- 
elties and was opposed to meeting com- 
petition by slashing prices. 


Anderson Quotes Gumpertz 


Mr. Young spoke briefly on the World’s 
Pair. Harry A. Ackley’s paper, read by 
William A. Young, Midland Beach, Staten 
Island, N. Y., cited weaknesses of civic 
operation of parks and pools, incompe- 
tent help and viciousness of political 
patronage in that connection. 


Leslie G. Anderson, sales promotion 
manager The Billboard, spoke lengthily 
on the history of amusement parks, 
quoting S. W. Gumpertz, general man- 
ager Ringling Circuses, in a plea for sen- 
sational attractions in practice by parks 
in other years, 


Abe Frankel, veteran owner of River- 
view Park, Des Moines, Ia., discussed how 
the drought affected park business and 
the way his enterprise met the situation. 
Robert L. Plarr, head of Dorney Park, 
Allentown, Pa., spoke on the gigantic ex- 
ploitation and advertising campaign in 
advance of the park’s golden anniversary 
this year.

Memorial Is Impressive Scene 


Remindful of Fraternal Spirit 


TORONTO, Dec. 1—The 400 persons 
who attended the special memorial serv- 
ice of the Showmen’s League of America 
in the Royal York Hotel here last Sun- 
day afternoon will carry its memory 
with them thruout their lives. Perfect- 
ly planned and carried out to the 
minutest detail, it was an impressive 
and heart-touching scene that brought 
home to the assemblage as never before 
the fraternal spirit of outdoor showdom. 


The stage background was a curtain 
showing Showmen’s Rest in beauti- 
ful colors, while on each side it was 
flanked by a representation of the 
League’s official emblem, an elephant, 
on 2 pedestal bearing the words “The 
Showmen’s League of America.” The 
service was opened with a brief history 
of Showmen’s Rest given by Don Hen- 
shaw, announcer of the Canadian Radio 
Commission and formerly with radio in- 
terests in the States. Taps and Last Post, 
the Canadian taps, were sounded by 
buglers and drummer from the Cana- 
dian Army Service Corps, after which 
the assembled showmen sang Abide 
With Me. Rev. Stanley Russell delivered 
an eloquent address lauding the League 
and show people. This was followed by 
a minute of silence in respect to de- 
parted members of the League. After 
sineing of Lead, Kindly Light, reveille 
was sounded by the buglers, and Pred 
Shuttleworth, organist, played the 
Hallelujah Chorus. The service was con- 
cluded with singing of America and 
God Save the King. 


The history of the League and the 
tribute to it by Don Henshaw deserve 
quoting in full: 

Brief History of League 

“For many years,” said Mr. Henshaw, 
“it has been the custom of the Show- 
men’s League of America to gather in 
Woodlawn Cemetery in Chicago to pay 
tribute to the memory of the departed 
members of this organization. We feel 
that it is fitting such a memorial serv- 
ice be held at this convention, and so 
in fancy we take you now to Show- 
men’s Rest in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

“Twenty-two years ago a group of 
Prominent showmen met in the old 
Wellington Hotel in Chicago and there 
determined that an organization should 
be perfected to unite the people of the 
show world in one vast organization. 
As a direct result another meeting was 
held on February 19, 1913, at the Sara- 
toga Hotel, with a number of world- 
famous showmen present. Plans were 
made tentative laws drawn up 
. . . and arrangements made for incor- 
poration. Our first tribute this after- 
noon is directed to those men, living and 
dead, who participated in that meeting 
and whose far-seeing vision made possi- 
ble the Showmen’s League of America.

“These are but names to the world at 
large . . Names covered with the lus-

There are many here today 
who obtained their first opportunity in 
the show business thru some one of 
this illustrious group. 

“The first president of the Show- 
men’s League of America was Col. Wil- 
liam F. Cody (Buffalo Bill). Under his 
leadership and that of succeeding presi- 
dents the organization developed into 
one of the largest in the world. Those 
early years of 'the League were stormy and 
difficult, but with the untiring efforts 
of its officers and the stanch support 
of its members it weathered all storms, 
and stands today as a pre-eminent ex- 
ample of the showman’s ability to carry 


on. 
Move for Burial Plot 


“Almost from the beginning the of- 
ficers and members made plans for the 
purchase of a plot of ground where, in 
beautiful surroundings, the members 
could be laid at rest among their own 
people of the show world. On March 2, 
1917, a lot was purchased in beautiful 
Woodlawn Cemetery in Chicago and was 
dedicated as the Showmen’s Rest. A 
little over a year after its purchase the 
Showmen’s Rest was called upon to 


care for the victims of the greatest dis- 
aster in the history of the show busi- 
ness. On June 22, 1918, the Hagenbeck- 
Wallace Circus train was wrecked in 
Northern Indiana with an appalling

America took complete charge, attending 
the needs of the injured and laying at 
rest the bodies of 58 of the victims of 
this disaster. Soon thereafter additional 
ground was purchased and now provides 
space for the final home of 500 show- 
men. One hundred and twenty-two 
have already been buried here . . . 122 
showmen . . Men whose names have 
been heralded the world around . . 
and men whose names have never been 
known except to a canvas boss or cook- 
tent crew. In the undying fraternal 
spirit of the show world the difference 
in their stations in life matters not at 
all they were showmen, and as 
showmen we pay tribute to their mem- 
ory today. The big top knows them no 
longer . . their faces are no longer 
seen along the midway . . and the 
show world moves on, but we pause to- 
day to honor the memory of the men 
and women whose loyalty to their pro- 
fession carried on the traditions that 
have made the show business such an 
essential part of civilization. So... 
whatever the part they played... 
whatever the job they handled 

we salute the departed figures of the 
showmen who have played their last 
performance and traveled across the far 
horizon.” 


“The Show Goes On” 


Following Taps, Last Post, an eloquent 
address, singing of hymns, Reveille, and 
a beautiful organ solo, Don Henshaw 
read the following touching tribute: 

“Thru the long season of the show 
world each day brings new scenes and 
audiences. The big top, the midway, 
the menagerie and all the other tents 
of the familiar colony are pitched in 
new cities . . the show is played be- 
fore new faces. And when at last the 
season is over . . and the trains are 
being loaded for the run to winter quar- 
ters there are the hurried farewells that 
promise the renewal of friendships when 
spring comes once again and the refur- 
bished trains take to the long road once 
more. But with the coming of each 
new season there are faces missing . . 
friendly hands that reach out and find 
no answering handclasp . . familiar 
figures no longer seen in the spangles 
of the big top or in the crews behind 
the scenes . . but the SHOW GOES 
ON!

investment on the part of the claimant, 
with counsel being hired on a contin- 
gent basis, he said that his park de- 
cided to undertake risks on its own two 
years ago.: He maintained a first-aid 
room and thoro equipment, including 
a full-time physician, and cited the fact 
that whereas about $12,000 would ordi- 
narily have been spent, only $5,000 was 
actually the cost of maintaining doctor 
and aid room, plus costs of settlements, 
verdicts against the park and attorney 
fees. Mr. Geist appealed for an associa- 
tion law department to be conducted at 
mutual expense and suggested that a 
committee be named to investigate in- 
surance conditions. Casualty insurance, 

he said, is a mistake. 


On Park Food Stands 


Norman Alexander asked Mr. Geist if 
there were any outstanding claims 
against Playland and the latter re- 
sponded that there were none in 1933, 
the current year’s figures being as yet 
incomplete. Mr. Alexander stated that 
Woodside Park carries insurance “for the 
catastrophe” ranging into five-figure 
litigations and said that he favored in- 
surance companies, tho feeling that 
rates are too high and “we are much to 
blame for that.’”” George Lauerman, in- 
surance man of Chicago, said in answer 
to Geist that two years are not adequate 
to arrive at an average loss ratio, but 
that 5 or 10 years would tell the story 
more fully. R. S. Uzzell, Manufacturers 
and Dealers’ secretary, who formerly op- 
erated in Playland at Rockaway, said 
that the fake suits which encourage 
other fake litigants must be watched 
carefully. 

Mr. O’Malley’s paper on refreshment 
stands from the angle of park as op- 
posed to indie concession ownership and 
operation was another leading subject. 
Playland, Rye, of which Mr. O’Malley is 
director, is owned and operated by the 
Westchester County Park Commission 
and he naturally advocated park owner- 
ship of food stands. Participating in 
the discussion were A. Brady McSwigan, 
Kennywood Park, Pittsburgh; George F. 
Schott and others.

Earl J. Redden foilowed with a long 
discourse on dancing as a big item in 
park amusements. Mr. Redden is man- 
ager of Playland in South Bend, Ind. 

“Andy” Anderson, of The Billboard, 
reported the following awards made by 
the service awards committee: The Gus- 
tave A. Dentzel Memorial Award for the 
best and most helpful program appear- 
ance was given to Mr. Geist for his ad- 
dress on insurance.

How Passes Cut Take 


Address of Mayor W. J. Stewart, To- 
ronto, who said this was the 340th con- 
vention for his city this year, was re- 
sponded to by <. W. Russwurm, secretary 
of Tennessee State Fair, Nashville, who 
told of having attended the Canadian 
National Exhibition on and off for more 
than 40 years. Financial statement read 
by Secretary-Treasurer Ralph T. Hemp- 
hill, Oklahoma City, showed the associa- 
tion to be in good condition. 


On Live-Stock Exhibits at Fairs, Dean 
Charles F. Curtis, Ames, Ia., advocated 
national and international horse-pulling 
contests, instead of local events, as at- 
tendance pullers. He declared fairs must 
keep away from “stale programs” and 
that horse shows and rodeos added to at- 
tractions have proved their worth. 


Secretary Raymond F. Lee, Minnesota 
State Fair, reviewed the success of the 
“Everybody Pays” plan there, and his 
talk elicited much comment and many 
inquiries. Secretary A. R. Corey, Iowa 
State Fair, Des Moines, wanted to know 
if the plan were practicable for a fair 
with a 50-cent gate. Mr. Lee said that 
many fairs with 50-cent gates doubtless 
were realizing much less than that per 
admission, considering passes, and that 
a 25-cent gate with no free list doubtless 
would be much preferable. 

Hon. Robert Weir, minister of agricul- 
ture for Canada, talking on Exhibitions 
and the Farmer, was strong for “Every- 
body Pays,” he said, “if it would lead to 
discontinuance of government grants.” 


Darling on Comforts 


“To attract and hold the spending 
public for any profitable length of time 
we must offer the people the finest avail- 
able quality of service and comfort,” de- 
clared Frank W. Darling, retiring presi- 
dent of the Park Men’s Association, and 
now director of recreation floors in 
Rockefeller Center, New York City, in 
his address on A Word to the Wise. 

“You may attract crowds for a while by 
an advertising drive. You may bribe the 
public to come by some terrific stunt. 
But you cannot get these people to stay 
or to return or to spend money while 
they are there unless you make them 
comfortable while they are there. And 
even a big advertising campaign or a 
superior stunt will not bring a large pro- 
portion of the heavy-spending public. 

“The big spenders today are not the 
millionaires nor the roughnecks, but the 
great middle class of people who own 
their own homes and have in them all 
the comforts which would have been 
counted as luxuries 20 years ago. This 
great middle class have become used to 


clean and wholesome but luxurious sur- 
roundings. 


Bartlett Has Ride Plan 


“They will not tolerate the dust, the 
racket, the tawdriness of the average park 
or fairgrounds. See what the successful 
moving-picture houses have done today 
in creating luxurious lounges, sanitary 
rest rooms, subdued lighting, comfortable 
chairs. 

“If fairs and parks should have sprung 
up as a new industry only five years ago 
they would be offering like comforts to- 
day. Because we have been at this busi- 
ness for many years we lose sight of these 
necessities. We go along with the same 
tawdry, inartistic, noisy stuff we used 
years ago and have not taken heed of the 
fact that the appreciation of the patron- 
izing public has entirely changed.” 

Norman Bartlett, inventor of the Fly- 
ing Turns ride, presented a paper, more 
about which will be said in future issues 
of The Billboard, showing fair managers 
the way out to a certain presentation of 
the newest riding devices as soon as they 
are produced by the creators.

Press Breakfast a Feature 
Again at Winter Haven 


WINTER HAVEN, Dec. 1.—For several 
years newspapermen of Florida have 
looked forward to the “press breakfast” 
which has been a feature of the Florida 
Orange Festival held here the last week 
of every January, and the breakfast of 
the 1935 festival promises to be best 
attended event of its kind for many 
years. There is a possibility that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will be among guests. 

There will be President Rufus Dawes 
and other officials of the Chicago 
World’s Fair and several representatives 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Governor Sholtz and mem- 
bers of his cabinet, members of the 
Legislature and delegates to the first 
annual convéntion of Southeastern Fairs 
Association, which will be held in Win- 
ter Haven the day of the breakfast, wil! 
attend. 

Entertainment features are being 
formulated early by a committee which 
is guarding details so that a number 
of surprises may be sprung upon the 
newspapermen in the dining room of 
the Hotel Haven. 
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UR Canadian cousins last week had 
their first opportunity since 1922 to 
welcome outdoor amusement men of 

the United States in convention, and 
what a welcome it was! Anyone who was 
at Toronto for the occasion will vouch 
for that, and as for those who were not— 
well, they have real cause for regret. 


It was the first time since 1930 that 
the international body of fair men, the 
national body of park, pool, pier and 
beach men, and the device manufactur- 
ers and dealers held their annual meet- 
ings, and the Showmen’s League its an- 
nual banquet and ball, at one and the 
same place, simultaneously. In addition 
there were the annual meetings of the 
American Carnivals Association, Inc., 
which was formed in December of last 
year in Chicago, and the Canadian Asso- 
ciation of Exhibitions. All of these 
affairs taking place while the annual 
Winter Fair at Toronto was in progress. 


The International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions’ representation was the 
best it has been in the last five years. 
The park, pool, pier and beach men’s 
meeting, while not as heavily attended 
as in some of its previous years, was 
nevertheless a successful one and the 
outstanding accomplishment here was 
the ratification of the amalgamation of 
the National Association of Amusement 
Parks with the American Association of 
Pools and Beaches, or rather the forma- 
tion of a new organization under the 
title of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches. 
The Manufacturers and Dealers’ Section 
of NAAPPB also had a successful meet- 
ing, and while the exhibits of this group 
were less in number than in preceding 
years, this was probably due, at least to 
a great extent, to the fact that the ex- 
hibitors did not care to venture across 
the border. 


The American Carnivals Association, 
Inc., showed progress and took into its 
membership ranks several new owners, 
as well as mapped out a program for 
the future. 


The Showmen’s League banquet and 
ball, staged in very elaborate fashion, 
with a speakers’ and entertainment pro- 
gram that breathed class thruout, proved 
to be the greatest financial success in the 
League’s history, the profit amounting to 
more than $1,500. This profit, however, 
would have been several hundred dollars 
less had it not been for the generosity 
of certain members of the League who 
footed the expense of the stage enter- 
tainment. 


All in all, the Toronto occasion was 
one that will be remembered for years 
to come, and especially because of the 
harmony created among the various or- 
ganizations thru holding the business and 
social functions at the same time and 
place. With these associations having 
much in common, this is as it should 
be and let’s hope the policy will con- 
tinue. Nothing will do more to make 
roel friendly relations now existing friend-

HE following letter on the question 
of “gyp” promoters failed to make 
the last issue on account of lack of 

space. It comes from an old-time circus 
man who cannot obviously reveal his 
name, but is well known to The Bill- 
board: 


While | have never handled a promo- 
tion of my own, I have been connected 
during the last 12 years in a staff ca- 
pacity with every big indoor or outdoor 
circus promoter in the country. So ! be- 
lieve | know what | am talking about, 
especially as | can truthfully say that ! 
never have [ést a dime on any promoter 
1 have worked for. True enough, when 
things broke bad for a promoter | have 
offered voluntarily several times to cut my 
salary, but I never have been left stranded 
by any “gyp” promoter, for the simple 
reason that | wouldnot work for any one 
| did not know in regard to his responsi- 


To consider all points in this matter, 
we have to take it apart and consider the 
different coincident factors, namely, The 
Billboard, the promoters, the 
and the performers. 

It is foolish to accuse The Billboard 


of any responsibility for the success of 
“gyp”’ promoters. The Billboard is a trade 
paper and accepts paid advertising from 
any promoter if nothing in the ad ap- 
pears contrary to postal rules. When the 
promoter advertises for performers for 
“several big events” without naming the 
auspices The Billboard can do nothing 
but publish the ad, and it is up to 
the performer who answers the ad to 
protect himself. When auspices are 
mentioned in the ad, | happen to know 
that The Billboard has been spending 
many dollars for wire charges to verify 
if the promoter has really closed a con- 
tract with the mentioned auspices for a 
date. If so, again The Billboard can only 
publish the ad. If the auspices wire back 
that they do not know anything about 
the date The Billboard would not pub- 
lish the ad regardless of the wishes of the 
promoter. 

When it is said in some of the cor- 
respondence on the matter that The Bill- 
board is to blame for exaggerated reports 
about the success of dates, I can only 
say that this is just as foolish as other 
complaints. The Billboard, | also happen 
to know, will publish only reports signed 
by a responsible member of the staff of 
a show or a promotion. The nature of 
the publication business of The Billboard 
makes it impossible for its staff to in- 
vestigate every h i ppearing report 
about a show date. And, by the way, ! 
defy each and every show owner and 
manager in the country to stand up to me 
and declare that he never in his show 
career has either exaggerated events or 
understated happenings on his show if 
he thought it beneficial for his own in- 
terests to do so. In fact, | for one and 
many others believe that the editorial 
staff of The Billboard is too careful and 
conscientious in many cases in expressing 
its opinions on questions concerning cer- 
tain managers and shows. Many responsi- 
ble show managers and promoters would 
be surprised to know the inside facts how 
many communications are suppressed by 
The Billboard staff in an endeavor not to 
hurt show owners for occasional mistakes. 


The advertising idea of The Billboard, 
forcing promoters to give auspices as 
references, looks good on the surface. 
However, | believe that even notorious 
“gyp’” promoters could find two or three 
auspices in their careers that would be 
willing to give them recommendations. 
The Billboard should agree to discontinue 
the advertising of such promoters if three 
acknowledged showmen complain in sworn 
affidavits about business tactics of the 
promoter in question. And The Billboard 
should then publish in full the reasons for 
discontinuing the ad. Only pitiless pub- 
licity by The Billboard will drive the 
“gyp” promoters out of business. But 
here again the greatest carefulness will 
be necessary, because there is not one 
promoter alive who has not been accused 
in a letter to The Billboard by a dis- 
gruntled performer or attache of one thing 
or the other. Here again the mast repu- 
table and reliable of our promoters would 
be surprised how many accusing letters 
are suppressed by The Billboard for the 
want of sufficient proof. 


it is agreed everywhere that big pro- 
motions are a thing of the past, with 
the exception of a few really big organi- 
zations which have the same promoter 
year after year. That auspices are harder 
and harder to get is only partly the fault 
of “gyp” promoters. It is the fault of 
every promoter in the business, as all 
these men have only one viewpoint in 
mind, namely, to make as much money 
for themselves as they possibly can, in 
the shortest possible time. 1 know of so 
many cases that | would lose count where 
the promoters made twice as much or 
even more than the auspices. Naturally, 
the leaders of big organizations are no 
fools. By and by they have become aware 
of these facts. They either are handling 
the promotions locally themselves or they 
are satisfied with dances and other events 
that do not need an outside promoter and 
big efforts. “Gyp” promoters are very 
seldom capable of lining up really big or- 
ganizations, and they therefore do not 
count to the extent some of the promoters 
want us to believe. 

The suggestion made recently in The 
Billboard by one promoter that he is will- 
ing to put the money for the acts, per- 
formers and salaried employees into a 
bank before the date starts is—pardon me 
for the expression—plain applesauce and 
will not help a bit in the fight against 
“gyps.” A promoter who is willing to do 
that is, as a rule, known as reliable any- 
way, and won’t have to give this protec- 
tion to his acts. And if a “gyp” de- 
posits the money, he can easily get out 
of it if he wants to. 1! know of one case 
that covers this question. A promoter, 

suggestion, 


not the man who made the 


deposited $600 in a bank for his acts. 
Things broke badly for the promoter and 
he stood to lose considerable money. So 
he simply went to the chairman of his 
committee and had him attach the money 
in the bank, with the performers holding 
the bag and lucky to get carfare home. 

The only way a deposit of money would 
do any good is if the money is divided 
up and deposited in the name of each 
and every performer or salaried employee, 
with the deposit slip going to the indi- 
vidual performer and an order to the bank 
that the money could be drawn in part on 
different days during the engagement. 

From my long experience—and | have 
always followed with good success these 
rules—I can say that the only way to 
protect yourselves against “gyp” promo- 
ters is to use utmost caution in dealing 
with any man who is unknown to you 
or who has a doubtful reputation. Es- 
pecially look out if a man unknown to 
you is willing to pay you more than you 
know your services are worth to him. 
In most cases he has no intention to pay 
you at all. 

If a doubtful brother wants my services, 
he first has to send me the transportation 
to the town of the engagement. Other- 
wise | do not leave my home for any 
stranger without a good reputation. If 
the engagement is under the auspices 
of a recognized fraternal organization, ! 
absolutely insist that the organization 
sign by contract alongside of the promo- 
ter. Otherwise there is nothing doing, be- 
cause in most States you have no legal 
standing at all, except if a local organiza- 
tion is partner to the contract. And if 
after this still in doubt, | insist that my 
salary must be deposited in my own name 
in my own bank on my account, with the 
only provision that this check can be 
canceled before | am leaving town to join 
the promotion. 

Naturally, a “gyp” promoter will not 
agree to any of my conditions. So | do 
not accept the date and know where | am 
at and am not out anything. And most of 
my offers come from men for whom I! 
have worked and who are reliable, mak- 
ing precautionary measures unnecessary. 
But as | said before, following my rules 
and never leaving anything to chance, as 
so many showfolks do, | have never lost 
a dime to any “gyp” promoter, and what 
1 have done, any showman with a grain 
of sense can do also. 


a 

Pitiless publicity and performer's self- 
protection then are the remedy against 
the “gyp” promoter in this old-time cir- 
cus man’s opinion. And it’s a certainty 
if everybody took the precautions that 
he does before joining a promotion there 
would be no such animal as a “gyp.”

Pitching Paragraphs

At first blush it would appear that a 
pitchman is a business man on a small 
scale, usually with very little cash, 
plenty of sand and the ability to in- 
fluence others. He mutually co-operates 
with the rank and file at all times and 
aims to build up the character and 
prestige of the institution of which he 
is a part. These characteristics are 
specific of the clean-cut or true pitch- 
man—and should be adopted by many 
now parading under the banner of 
Pitchdom. 

However, seeing is believing. 

The jolly jammer spreads the jelly too 
thick and thinks himself wiser than the 
Katzenjammer Kids. The mild-man- 
nered medicine merchant talks materia 
medica, occipito frontalis, obricularis 
palpebrarum rectus femoris and scapula. 
He mentions pituitary and ductless 
glands, proudly looks around with a cer- 
tain air of superiority and opines he is 
a better man than his brother across 
the street passing out pens. 

This particular pen pusher, with a 
few fancy strokes of his pen, believes 
he is above the magic wizard performing 
with his deck “a la Houdini.” The 
mysterious magic monger says, “I am 
cleverer and faster than the guy with 
the knife sharpeners.” But the shrewd 
sharpener contends he is keener and 
much “upper” than the bird selling the 
“strongest cement known to science.” 
The grand and glorious gummy gahoo 
genius (and a go-getter) does not 
docilely take a gallery seat, but in turn 
claims to fly higher than the flukum 
flinger. 

The fiery flukumizer, feeling both 
funny and foolish, says, “I swears 
they’s a enemy neer. Blow me down, I 
yam correk. They’s a enemy across the 
streets,” and savagely wallops the skill- 
ful solder sage, the hot-headed hone 
hustler, the reputable rad rascal, the 
cute and cunning corn punkist, the 
money-mad mug-snatching snub — and 
50 On down the line. 

In Chicago, where I happen to be, 
knife sharpeners, blades and hones go 
begging for a nickel. with rad in the 
lead, selling two for five. If these birds 
are not coo coo then I am. They de- 
serve a crown and ought to be shown 
the shortest route to the blue eagle’s 
“outfit.” which is the best way of get- 
ting acquainted with seiling and price 
cutting. Knocking, slamming, price 
cutting and bum steering sare daily pas- 
times among the intrepid wanderers 
composing the greatest “inorganization” 
in America. Without exception these 
babies are inflexible in intention or 
opinion. 

If one is conscious of a sense of fail- 
ure or inferiority he cannot lift himself 
by his mental bootstraps. Nevertheless, 
if a person can properly evaluate his 
shortcomings he may fully compensate 
for them by more intense effort and 
harder work. Those who are sure they 
are going to win often fail because they 
co not try hard enough. 

Talking about pitchmen. some folks 
are a long way from headquarters. And 
each individual’s own conduct tells the 
story. Vanity is harmful, often causing 
men to exaggerate their own importance, 
merit and success. When a pitchman 
begins to think his personal appearance 
is important or his present or past 
achievements are great he is about thru.

Jury Refuses To Conviet 
Location in Digger Case 


Important test case decided by jury in favor of mer- 
chant—may establish precedent for eight pending cases 
——machine is demonstrated in court 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 1.—Baltimore newspapers carried the full story this week 
of the tria: and jury verdict affecting an important digger case here.. A jury in the 
Criminal Court ruled that claw or digger machines are not illegal gambling devices. 
The jury found George Pappas not guilty of gambling. Pappas had been charged 
with violating the gambling law by having such a machine in his confectionery 
store last May. The verdict was reached late November 23 after a two-day trial, 


and then was sealed. 
was read to the court when the jurors, 
who had returned to their homes over 
the week-end, resumed their places in 
the jury box. 


While the actual question before the 
jury was only whether or not Pappas was 
guilty of gambling, the effect of the ver- 
dict was to declare the claw machines 
in general tests of skill, as Pappas’ at- 
torneys had contended. 


Whether the prosecutors and police will 
abide by the jury ruling was not certain. 
Test cases against eight other defendants, 
all of whom were charged with gambling 
at about the same time the test case was 
instituted against Pappas still are pend- 
ing on the court docket. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Elmer J. 
Hammer, who prosecuted the Pappas 
oase, announced that he was considering 
whether any more of the test cases 
should be brought to trial. While Mr. 
Hammer would not comment further, it 
was understood that none of the cases 
would be brought up for hearing during 
the term of office of the present jury, 
and that, if a further test is to be sought, 
it will be before a new jury panel this 
winter. 

The trial of the gambling charge 
against Pappas was begun on November 
22. The hearing was concluded on the 
next day and the jury deliberated for 
nearly three hours before agreeing upon 
the verdict. 

While the jury still was in deliberation, 
due to the lateness of the hour, Judge 
Stanton directed that the jurors return 
a sealed verdict to be opened when court 
reconvened. 

While the defense lawyers, William 
Curran and Joseph Sherbow, contended 
that the claw machines provide tests of 
skill for patrons of the devices, it was 
argued by Assistant State’s Attorney

Nut Venders in Chains 


DETROIT, Dec. 1.—A new company to 
operate nut and confection machines 
was formed this week by Rudolph 
Scherock and Frank B. Miller, newcom- 
ers to the vending field. Known as the 
Epicurean Nut Company, the offices are 
at 2575 Richton avenue, in the north 
end of the city. 

The Epicurean Company is operating 
solely in the stores of a local drug chain, 
which has never before allowed vending 
machines in its stores. The field is ab- 
solutely virgin for this type of machine, 
and it is expected that the returns will 
be increased by the novelty of appeal. 

The 1-cent and 5-cent machines, man- 
ufactured by the Northwestern Com- 
pany, are being used. Concentration 
vpon a single store management is be- 
lieved to give the new company an ad- 
vantage, in that all details of operation 
can be handled as simply as with one 
location owner, while many locations are 
affected.

Lest We Forget 


For the time being at least, it appears that business men 
will be able to discuss problems without too much partisan 
spirit. There is a widespread feeling (and much greater hope) 
that recovery is definitely under way and the effects of the 
depression will gradually disappear. 


We should be able to agree upon and remember some of 
the primary lessons of the depression: 


During the entire boom period from 1926 to 1929 the total 
wage income of the American people was decreasing, while 
the value of manufactured goods was rapidly increasing. Any- 
body could have seen that we were headed for a fall, but noth- 
ing was done about it. Scientists for more than 20 years have 
been trying to warn us that the underground water level of the 
fertile Midwest and West is getting lower and lower, which 
means eventual famine; yet when the drought of 1933 came we 
made the subject a political issue rather than one for serious 
thought. In the good old days before the crash there were be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 people “technically unemployed,” 
and no satisfactory remedy for this condition has yet been 
found. These are a few things serious enough to make people 
forget partisan politics until something can be done. 


During all this period of depression the lesson has come 
home to the popular amusement field that the masses of the 
people must have a chance to make a decent living if popular 
amusements are to be patronized. Any man who has money 
invested in a popular amusement business can quickly feel the 
rise or fall in the earnings of the masses. 


Modern pinball has established itself as a form of popular 
amusement and the time will soon come, at the present rate of 
increase, when the need for more players will begin to make 
itself felt. When 40 per cent of the American people are mak- 
ing only a bare existence they are not good prospects for be- 
coming pinball fans nor regular patrons of any other form of 
popular amusement. 


One of the most thoughtful coin machine distributors in 
England once frankly confessed to me that amusement machines 
could never become as popular in Europe as in the United 
States, “because too large a percentage of the people live on 
a mere pittance or tips; they can’t play pin games.” 


One of the disgraces of modern America is that we still 
have a class of people who welcome depressions because there 
is a chance of reducing a large part of the working people to the 
same condition of the European masses—where they will work 
for a pittance and underbid their neighbors for work. They 
are the Morgans, Mellons and Insulls—men who have outlived 
their generation of ruthless exploitation. The American people 
are now begging for business leaders like the Filenes, Phil 
Wrigleys and others of their kind—men with a social con- 
science. England’s Prince of Wales has started a “peaceful 
revolution,” which may yet shake Europe, in his ideas of decent 
homes for the masses. 


The coin machine industry will welcome the time when 
every American citizen can earn enough to live and also enjoy 
many of our forms of popular amusement, including pinball. 
Our standard of living includes at least enough to see an oc- 
casional movie and enough spending change to play a pin game 
when the mood strikes. The future expansion of the amuse- 
ment machine industry will depend more and more on the 
masses of the people having plenty of small change to spend 
without regrets. 


Pinball is destined to be a popular game for the masses if 
the present rate of expansion is to continue. Every man in the 
industry can well afford to think and work for general recovery. 
When the masses are happy and have money to spend pin- 
ball and other popular amusements will continue to be profitabie.

California rules operator 


must pay sales tax on 
game receipts

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 1.—The Califor- 
nia State Board of Equalization is mak- 
ing a complete checkup on operators 
thruout the State who have not been 
paying the California sales tax of 2%, 
per cent. Im cases where operators are 
paying the tax the board is auditing 
their books. In cases where operators 
are not paying the tax citations will be 
issued to show cause why they have not 
paid the tax and a settlement on past 
receipts will be ordered. 

For the information of operators the 
board advises The Billboard that the 244 
per cent tax must be paid by the op- 
erator on the net receipts in the game. 
For instance, if a game takes in $30 and 
the payouts in cash or merchandise for 
prizes amount to $10 the operator must 
pay his tax on the $20. In turn, the 
merchant should enter this money on 
his books as already having been tax 
freed. It is the common rule with op- 
erators now paying the tax to figure 
the tax on the net receipts, as above 
$20, and then make his commission split 
with the location owner. In the above 
case the tax would amount to 50 cents 
and the balance of $19.50 would be split 
by the location and operator.

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ATIUSEMENT WACHINES 


Public Officials Given Information 
On Move To Tax All Table Games 


At the present time there are edi- 
torials on “slot-machine laws” appear- 
ing in daily newspapers in various cities 
which are of unusual interest to the 
coin-machine trade. Many of these 
editorials appear to be syndicated ma- 
terial but some of them have apparently 
been rewritten by editors who want to 
give more thoughtful attention to the 
subject. 

It needs to be said that the present 
wave Of editorials has taken a more 
reasonable attitude than the wave of 
editorials that appeared in the news- 
papers far and wide following the furor 
about slot machines in New York City 
earlier in the year. The new editorials 
are beginning to make a distinction be- 
tween slot machines and the modern 
games of skill. The editors have not 
yet learned, however, that there is a 
limit to which the modern skill games 
can be taxed. 

We are publishing an editorial which 
recently appeared in a Kentucky daily 
newspaper and which is typical in a 
way of editorials that have been appear- 
ing all over the countrys To those 
critics of The Billboard who have ac- 
cused us of furnishing ideas to public 
officials about taxing games, we want 
them to notice that The United States 
Municipal News and other agencies are 
furnishing complete and regular data 
on taxing coin machines to public of- 
ficials. 

The only people who have been in 
ignorance all the time have been the 
members of the coin-machine trade 
themselves. 

Here is the editorial: 


“Cities recently enacting ordinances 
to regulate slot machines fal to agree 
on how much ‘vice’ lies in the ‘pin and 
ball games’ and ‘games of skill,’ accord- 
ing to the current issues of The United 
States Municipal News, bulletin of the 
United States Conference of Mayors and 
the American Municipal Association. 

“Salt Lake City recently passed an 
ordinance licensing amusement devices 
operated by insertion of coins in slots. 
The annual fee is $10. Venders of the 
machine pay $50 a year. Detroit also 
has a new license ordinance on mechan- 
ical amusement devices. The Seattle 
Council license committee, acting upon 
recommendation of the police depart- 
ment, has drafted an ordinance for 
licensing of all the estimated 1,000 
‘games of skill’ in the city, imposing 
an annual fee on each machine. 

“Madison, Wis., has been regulating 
‘pin and ball’ games since July of this 
year by a carefully worded ordinance 
that rules out every machine directly or 
indirectly delivering token as the re- 
sult of an operation over which the 
player has no control. Pin boards, in- 
volving some element of skill, are de- 
clared legal, and a registration fee of 
$50 a year is levied on them. 

“Since passage of the ordinance Madi- 
son reports that: 

“(1) There is not a single slot machine 
gambling device operating in the city 
in a public place, and slot-machine 
‘syndicates’ have left: 

“(2) Altho owners and operators 
complained gréatly at the registration 
they have found the new system much 
more satisfactory and profitable to them. 

“There are approximately 40 of these 
amusement devices registered for this 
city of 58,000, as against the several 
hundred operating previous to passage 
of the ordinance. 

“(3) Complaints that school children 
spend their lunch money on pin boards 
and slot machines, frequent before the 
new law was passed, have ceased en- 
tirely."—Ashland (Ky.) Independent. 


This editorial comment on the results 
of the $50-a-year license fee on pinball 
games in Madison, Wis., is extremely in- 
teresting. According to the report, the 
games have dwindled from several hun- 
dred to 40 registered games. If the 
Object of the city council was to raise 
fevenue a schoolboy could give them 
some ideas. A city of 58,000 people 
could easily provide locations for sev- 
tral hundred games, as originally re- 
ported. But a tax of $50 on each game 
ls so excessive as to soon reach the 
Point of diminishing returns. 

The unfortunate thing of it is that 
the full story of the Madison high tax, 
With the various angles and motives 
back of it, is never told, just as in the 
Case of the record $1,000 tax in Vir- 
Sinia. All that is told is that a 850 


tax on a table game is so much “vel- 
vet” for the city coffers and other city 
Officials jump at conclusions. 

IT IS VERY SIGNIFICANT THAT 
THE LARGE CITIES OF THE COUN- 
TRY, IN WHICH REASON HAS PRE- 
VAILED, HAVE ASSESSED AN AV- 
ERAGE TAX OF $3 TO $5 PER YEAR 
ON TABLE GAMES. 

This fee has been worked out by co- 
operation between experienced op- 
erators and reasonable city officials as 
a standard fee arrived at thru experi- 
ence. 

Meanwhile, the subject of taxing mod- 
ern skill games is being kept before the 
city officials of the country by such 
agencies as the Conference of Mayors, 
the American Municipal Association and 
the American Legislators’ Association. 
It is to the credit of coimmen every- 
where that when the subject of taxa- 
tion and control is raised they have of- 
fered full co-operation in paying a 
reasonable fee and in helping officials 
to enforce regulations known to be just. 

The national Conference of Mayors 
met in Chicago last week, but accord- 
ing to news reports they were too busy 
with relief problems to discuss coin 
machines. Every city will need money 
this winter and operators of modern 
skill games should co-operate in com- 
plying fully with reasonable tax pro- 
posals. 


Who Dill Define 
Skill Sensibly? 


The question of “when is a skill game 
a skill game” came to the fore in London 
during and after the passage of the Bet- 
ting and Lotteries Bill, Amusement or- 
ganizations, representing the fairs and 
other amusement fields, sought to 
amend the bill so that games with prizes 
would be excepted from the provisions 
of the bill. 

After the passage of the bill by Parlia- 
ment, T. E. Groves, M. P., and others 
made a plea to the home secretary to 
define the bill so that police officials 
thruout England would have a general 
interpretation of the law. Apparently it 
would be possible for the home secretary 
to define a law so that enforcement 
officials over the entire nation would 
have an official interpretation as a guide. 
In the United States no such advantage 
exists. An attorney-general may define 
a new law for State officials, but a defi- 
nition for the entire nation would re- 
quire the expensive and prolonged pro- 
cedure of going thru the Supreme Court. 

While the home secretary did not is- 
sue an opinion on the bill, it is interest- 
ing to note that a definition of “skill” 
was an important question. The bill 
provides in Clause 26 that “It shall be 
unlawful conduct . « in connection 
with any business or the sale of any 
article to the public—(a) any competi- 
tion in which prizes are offered for fore- 
casts . (b) any other competition 
success in which does not depend to a 
substantial degree upon the exercise of 
skill.” 

[It was this suggestion of a “substan- 
tial degree of skill” upon which Mr. 
Groves asked for an official opinion. Mr. 
Groves suggested that “ . . . it was very 
hard for the chair to decide what degree 
of skill was required even to remove a 
cocoanut, or to win at darts or the small 
and innocent amusements we see up and

down the country today.” He suggested 
that to leave the decision of what is “a 
substantial degree of skill” to police de- 
partments was to invite all kinds of un- 
reasonable interference in separate lo- 
calities with innocent games. 

The widespread degree in which public 
Officials continue to leave a definition 
of skill games in a hopeless muddle as 
to “degree” leads thinking people to 
strongly suspicion their motives. One 
sober second thought would convince 
any sane person that such terms as 
“substantial skill,” “predominant skill” 
and the like merely raise muddling ar- 
guments that can never be settled. 

The time is ripe for progressive young 
officials in city, State and national legis- 
latures to catch up with the times by 
championing the cause that any modern 
amusement device “with a definite ele- 
ment of skill” is a game of skill. Upon 
that point 98 per cent of the people 
can agree when a device has a definite 
element of skill; the 2 per cent who can- 
not agree are those who merely disagree 
to be different.

unkept promises.” 


The marvelous and untiring organiza- 
tion work which has been the greatest 
factor in the East and winning the gen- 
eral praise of the entire industry can 
be placed at the doors of two energetic 
men in this territory, Joseph Fishman 
and Saul Kalson. Both these men de- 
serve all the praise that can be heaped 
upon them for the affair at the Level 
Club, which, a week previous to the big 
night, had stopped selling tickets. And 
furthermore, all the operators can be 
assured that every penny earned from 
the affair will go toward the appeal 
case and whatever may be left will be 
in the coffers of both the associations 
to aid in the general work for the bet- 
terment of operating conditions. 


The entrance of Mills Novelty Com- 
pany into the pin-game business has 
stirred unusual interest in the East. 
Many operators to this day claim that 
the Mills Official pin game was one of 
the best machines ever produced, and 
they are hoping that more games of like 
ilk will be presented by the firm now 
that it intends to enter the business 
in a big way.

whom amusement is as essential as meat 
and bread.

And they will also learn that there 
is no greater agent for bringing in 
crowds to help storekeepers of al] types 
in any neighborhood than a sportland. 
In fact, as we delve further into past 
history of the coin-machine business 
we believe that the industry was one 
of the greatest single reasons for the 
rise out of the mire of the depression 
because it aided storekeepers to pay 
their rent, helped them buy stock, kept 
crowds in their place of business, pro- 
vided economical entertainment at a 
time when the public wasn’t able to 
pay $4 to $25 for a theater seat.

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City License 


By SILVER SAM 


We get frequent calls from operators’ 
groups in cities asking for suggestions 
and copies of city license bills on skill 
games. The trade does not have avail- 
able at the present time what might be 
called a model city ordinance. However, 
we send copies of three city bills that 
have been adopted and offer the most 
complete suggestions for preparing simi- 
lar ordinances in other cities. These are 
the ordinances of Los Angeles, Newark 
and Detroit. 

The Detroit ordinance is the simplest 
and probably the most complete. It was 
prepared after discussion between coin- 
men and city officials over a period of 
many months. 

When operators in any city are 
threatened with unfair regulation and 
tax it is a good idea to have an attorney 
prepare a reasonable ordinance bill 
which may be used to counter against 
the discriminating bill. If a member of 
the city council is friendly enough to- 
ward coinmen to introduce the opera- 
tors’ bill in council or speak for them it 
is a decided advantage. 

Operators of pinball and other skill 
games so far have gained most by being 
frank and open in their contentions for 
a fair deal, and they have offered in 
practically every case to accept reason- 
able regulation and a fair tax. 

The Detroit ordinance is the most 
liberal bill yet adopted due to the fact 
that the giving of merchandise prizes is 
definitely recognized under certain re- 
strictions. The question of minors is a 
troublesome one in practically all ord!- 
nances. The most reasonable and fair 
solution to this question was introduced 
in a proposed State bill in the Louisiana 
Legislature not long ago. The proposed 
clause in the Louisiana bill is that mer- 
chandise prizes or awards of any kind 
will not be given to minors in connec- 
tion with any game licensed under the 
law. 

The ordinances of Los Angeles, Newark 
and Detroit are reprinted in this issue 
for memorandum purposes, with the 
suggestion that operators, jobbers and 
their attorneys file them for reference in 
case of an emergency. The very latest

Detroit Ordinance 


AN ORDINANCE to license and regulate 
mechanical amusement devices and to 
provide a penalty for the violation 
thereof. 

TT IS HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE PEO- 
PLE OF THE CITY OF DETROIT: 

Section 1. Definition. A mechanical amuse- 
ment device is hereby defined as a machine, 
which upon the insertion of a coin or slug 
operates or may be operated for use as & 

ame, contest or amusement of any descrip- 
fon or which may be used for any such 

ame, centest or amusement and which con- 
ins no automatic pay-off device for the 
return of slugs, money, coins, checks, tokens 


or merchandise or which provides for lo 
such payoff by any other means or manner. 

Sec. 2. No person, firm or corporation shall 
operate a mechanical amusement device as 
hereinbefore defined without first obtaining 
a license therefor from the mayor, whe may 
withhold the issuance of a license for any 
machine or device that is adapted or may be 
readily converted into a gambling machine. 

Sec. 3. (a) The mayor is hereby authorized 
to issue a license for the operation of such 
mechanical amusement device to any person 
of good moral character upon the payment of 
an annual license fee of $2 for each device. 

(b) The mayor is hereby authorized to per- 
mit the transfer of a license issued for one 
amusement device to another amusement 
device upon a good and proper showing that 
the amusement device from which such li- 
cense is transferred has been taken out of 
use in the city of Detroit and no such amuse- 
ment device so taken cut of use in the cit 
of Detroit shall be placed back in use un 
a license has been secured for the same. 

(c) Every amusement device so licensed 
shall contain suitable identification marks 
and numbers, which identification marks 
and numbers shall be written by the license 
clerk upon the license issued for such amuse- 
ment device and such license shall be perma- 
nently affixed to such machine, 

Sec. 4. No person shall permit such me- 
chanical amusement device to be operated by 
any minor under the age of 18 years, except 
when such minor shall then and there be 
accompanied by his or her parent or guardian. 

Sec. 5. No such device shall be permitted 
in any establishment or place of business 
where minors under the age of 18 are 
habitually permitted to congregate. 

. 6. No person, firm or corporation by 
bimself or another or otherwise shall give 
any prize, award, merchandise, gift or any- 
thing of value to any player or to any opera- 
tor of such mechanical device except as 
provided for in Section 8 of this ordinance. 

c. 7. No person, firm or corporation 
shall operate any mechanical amusement 
device which shall be so constructed that the 
same may be converted into an automatic 
pay-off device which shall discharge coins, 
slugs, checks or other tokens to the operator 
or player of such machine, and no license 
for any such machine shall be issued. 

Sec. 8. It shall be lawful for any person, 
firm, corporation or aSsociation receiving a 
license under the provisions of this ordinance 
to give or award a prize to any person play- 
ing any machine under tournament, league 
or any other competitive play. 

Sec. 9. a J machine, apparatus, contri- 
vance or device which shall have been made 
use of in violation of the terms of this ordi- 
Nance may be seized and destroyed in com- 
pliance with the terms and provisions of the 
statutes of the State of Michigan relating to 
gaming devices. 

Sec. 10. Any person who shall operate any 
such mechanical amusement device without 
first paying the annual license fee therefor, 
or who shall operate such device or permit 
the same to be operated for gaming, or who 
shall operate or permit the operation of any 
slot machine as hereinbefore defined or who 
shall otherwise violate the terms of this 
ordinance shali be punished by a fine not to 
exceed $500 or by imprisonment not to exceed 
90 days, or both, at the discretion of the 


court. 

Sec. 11. If any clause, sentence, paragraph 
or part of this ordinance shall for any reason 
be adjudged or decreed to be invalid by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such judg- 
ment or decree shall not affect, impair or 
invalidate the remainder of this ordinance, 
but shall be confined in its operation tg the 
clause, sentence, paragraph or part hereof 
directly involved in the controversy in which 
said judgment or decree shall have been 
rendered.

For every person engaged in 
the business of maintaining any amusement 
machine, device, apparatus or any pin marble 
game, table or board, or any combination 
amusement and vending machine, device, ap- 
paratus or pin marble game, table or board 
for use by the public—except such machines, 
apparatus or devices as are described and 
referred to in Sections 18 and 27B hereof— 
the operation or use of which is permitted, 
controlled, allowed or made possible by the 
deposit or placing of any coin, plate, disc, 
slug or key into any slot, crevice or other 
opening, or by the payment of any fee or 
fees, the following license fees: 


For each such machine, device, apparatus, 
pin marble game, table or board, which is 
used or permitted to be used, for a sum or 
fee in the excess of one (1) cent or by the 
deposit of a coin of the value of more than 
one (1) cent in any slot, crevice or other 
opening or by the deposit of any plate, disc 
or slug in any slot, crevice or other opening 
which said slugs, disc or plates may be ac- 
quired or purchased from any source what- 
soever for a price of more than one (1) cent 
for each such disc, slug or plate, the sum 
of three dollars ($3) per year, or fractional 
part thereof, for each such apparatus, device, 
machine, pin marble game, table or board. 

For each such machine, device, apparatus, 
pin marble game, table or board which is 
used or permitted to be used for a sum or 
fee of one (1) cent or less, or by the deposit 
of a coin of the value of one (1) cent or less 
in any slot, crevice or other opening, or by 
the deposit of any plate, disc or slug in any 
slot, crevice or other opening, which said 
siugs, discs or plates may be acquired or 
purchased from any source whatsoever for a 
price of one (1) cent or less for each such 
disc, slug or plate. the sum of two dollars ($2) 
per year, or fractional part thereof, for each 
such apparatus, device, machine, pin marble 
game, table or board. 


The term “person” as used herein shall 
include the following: 

(a) Any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation which owns any such machine, device, 
apparatus, game table or board: 

(b) The person, firm or corporation or 
association in whose place of business any 
such machine, device, apparatus, game, table 
or board is placed for use by the public; 

(c) Any person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation having control over such machine, 
equipment or device, game, table or board; 
provided, however. the payment of such fee 
by any person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion enumerated in subsections (a), (b) or 
(c) hereof shall be deemed a compliance with 
this section of this ordinance. 

For each such apparatus, machine, device, 
pin marble game, table or board, the kind or 
character referred to herein shall have 
stamped upon the same a serial number to 
identify such machine and any license issued 
pursuant hereto shall be issued for a par- 
ticular machine, apparatus, device or any pin 
marble game, table or board. Such license 
shall be affixed upon the machine for which 
the same was issued in a conspicuous place 
and shall remain upon said machine, device, 
apparatus, pin marble game, table or board 
until a new and different license is issued for 
such machine, device, apparatus, pin marble 
game, table or board. No license shall be 
transferable to any rson, firm or corpora- 
tion or from one machine, apparatus or device 
to another. 

Section 2. That Ordinance No. 56,600 ap- 
proved November 24, 1926, be and the same 
is hereby amended by adding Section 275 
thereto, said section to read as follows: 

For every person engaged in the busi- 
ness of maintaining any amusement machine, 
apparatus or device designed or constructed 
for the purpose of producing or reproducing. 
or playing any musical tone or tones or com- 
bination of tones, other than such machine, 
apparatus or device of the kind or character 
described in Section 18 hereof, the use, opera- 
tion or playing of such machine, apparatus or 
device is permitted or allowed by the deposit 
of any coin, plate, disc or key in any slot, 
crevice or other opening, or by the payment 
of any fee therefor, the sum of one dollar 
($1) per year or fractional part thereof for 
each such machine, apparatus or device. 

The term “person” as used herein shall 
include the following: 

(a) The person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation which owns any such machine, device 
or apparatus; 

(b) The person, firm, corporation or asso- 
ciation in whose place of business su 
machine, device or apparatus is placed for 
use by the public. 

(c) Any person, firm or corporation having 
control over such machines, equipment or 
device; provided, however, that the payment 
of such fee by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion enumerated iff subsections (a), (b) or 
(c) hereof shall be deemed a compliance with 
this section of this ordinance. 

Each such apparatus, machine or device of 
the kind or character referred to herein shall 
have stamped upon the same a serial number 
to identify. such machine, apparatus or device 
and any license issued pursuant hereto shall 
be issued for a particular machine, apparatus 
or device. Such license shall be affixed upon 
the machine for which the same was issued 
in a conspicuous place and shall remain upon 
said machine, device or apparatus until a new 
and different license is issued for such ma- 
chine, device or apparatus. No license shall 


be transferable to any person, firm or cor- 
poration or from one machine, apparatus or 
device to another, 


Section 3. The city clerk shall certify to 
the passage of this ordinance and cause the 
same to be published once in The Los Angeles 
Daily Journal.

Newark, N. J., Ordinance 


AN ORDINANCE concerning automatic amuse- 
ment games of the type commonly known 
and designated as bagatelle, baseball or 

in amusement games, and providing 
or the licensing and regulation of such 
machines maintained, operated or used 
within the City of Newark, and providing 
methods of regulation thereof, and pre- 
scribing penalties for any violation hereof, 

OF COMMISSIONERS OF 

THE CITY OF NEWARK DO ORDAIN: 

1. On and after the effective date of this 
ordinance all automatic amusement games of 
the type commonly known and designated as 
bagatelle, baseball, or pin amusement games, 
or similar machines or devices, operated, 
maintained or used in any public or quasi- 
public place, or in any building, store or 
other place where the public is invited, or 
wherein the public may enter, and particu- 
larly, but not by way of limitation, all coin- 
operated automatic amusement devices, of the 
type commonly known as bagatelle games, 
baseball games, or pin amusement games, or 
Similar machines or devices, operated, main- 
tained or used as aforesaid, shall be licensed 
by the Director of Public Safety of the City 
of Newark before the same shall be placed, 
operated, maintained or used within the 
municipal limits of the said City of Newark. 

The licenses for the placing, operation, 
maintenance or use of such amusement de- 
vices or machines mentioned aforesaid shall 
be issued for the calendar year, commencing 

January ist and expiring December 31st at 

midnight, and the fee for the issuance of a 

license shall be four dollars ($4) for the 

said calendar year or any part thereof. 


3. Before any device or machine mentioned 
aforesaid shall be placed. operated, main- 
tained or used in any place prescribed by 
this ordinance, there shall be affixed thereto, 
in a conspicuous place so that the same shall 
be easily and Smee identified, the license 
issued by the Director of Public Safety of the 
City of Newark for the operation thereof, and 
no machine shall be placed, operated, main- 
tained or used after the effective date of this 
orcinance until this be done. 


4. The license issued pursuant to this ordi- 
nance shall, on its face, disclose its serial 
mumber, the name and post office address of 
the licensee, and shall disclose the cost or 
charge made for the use of said machine, and 
shall briefly state that the machine to which 
the same is affixed is Hcensed for operation 
by the City of Newark. 

5. Nothing contained within this ordinance 
Shall prohibit the holder of this license from 
using the same within the calendar year for 
which it is issued upon additional machines, 
provided the cost or charge for the operation 
of said machines be the same, and provided 
further that if the said license is removed 
from any machine taken out of use and 
placed upon another machine put in use, the 
machine from which it is taken shall not be 
again used until and unless a license be 
affixed thereto as required by this ordinance, 

6. No more than fifty (50) such licenses 
Shall be issued to any person, firm or cor- 
poration eg machines coming within 
the purview of this ordinance for any one 
calendar year. 


7. No more than fifteen hundred (1,500) 
licenses for machines or devices within the 
purview of this crdinance shall be issued by 
the Director of Public Safety within any one 
calendar year, and of this total no more than 
three hundred (300) licenses shall be issued 
for said machines or devices in which the 
——_ for use or operation is less than five 
cents. 


8. The Director of Public Safety is hereby 
authorized to delegate any and all powers 
and duties conferred upon him by this ordi- 
nance to any of his subordinates as he may 
deem necessary or proper, and the Director 
of Public Safety may, in his discretion, re- 
quire periodical reports from the licensees to 
whom licenses are issued, but not oftener 
than once in every month, requiring them to 
disclose the type machine to which the li- 
cense is affixed, the manufacturer's serial 
number of said machine, the location or loca- 
ticns of said machine during the period cov- 
ered by the report, and the name and address 
of the owner or possessor of the location 
whose permission the licensee obtained for 
locating the machine on such premises oF 
any such place, and the Director of Public 
Safety may require that this report oe 
rendered to him under oath. 

9. No license shall be issued under this 
ordinance to any person who has been con- 
victed of a crime, and, further, no license 
shall be issued to any person who has been 
convicted of any offense against either the 
Crime Act of the State of New Jersey, the 
Disorderly Persons Act, or against any City 
Ordinance, if the said offense for which the 
applicant was convicted was one of gambling. 
and, in the event that any licensee shall be 
convicted of any crime or shall be convicted 
of the offense of gambling contrary to the 
Crimes Act, the aegebnonge Persons Act, oe 
any Municipal Ordinance, then the license 0 
such person shall be forthwith canceled an 
revert to the City of Newark, and all ma- 
chines to which the said license may - 
affixed, or upon which it may appear, shal 
be deemed to be operated in violation of this 
ordinance m 

10. Every applicant for a license shall fi 
out a form of application disclosing his name, 
post office address, whether or not he has 
been convicted of any crime or offense within 
the purview of this ordinance, the number oh 
machines he desires to operate and_ Suc 
other information as the Director of Public 
Safety of the City of Newark shall ne 
either necessary or proper, and the fee 
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the issuance of the license shall be payable 
mediately upon the issuance thereof. 

11. Any operator of any device or machine 
within the purview of this ordinance, and 
this shall include any person, firm, partner- 
ship, association, corporation, trustee or re- 

er who shall knowingly and willfully per- 
mit, use or permit to be used any of the 
machines licensed hereunder for purposes of 
gambling, shall be deemed to be guilty of 
1 violation of this ordinance and punishable 
therefor as hereinafter provided. 

12. No machine coming within the purview 
of this ordimance shall be licensed, used, 
placed, maintained or operated in any loca- 
ticn within two hundred (200) yards of any 
school. 

13. The word “person” or the word “opera- 
tor’’ as used in this ordinance shall mean an 
yerson, firm, partnership, corporation, trust, 
trustee or receiver. 

14. Any person violating any provision of 
this ordinance shall be subject to a fine 
exceeding two hundred and fifty dollars 
(¢250) to be assessed and recovered in any 
police court of the City of Newark, or in the 
case of a corporation or association, to be 
recovered in an action of debt in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, or shall be sen- 
tenced to the Essex County Jail for a period 


not exceeding thirty (30) days, or both, and 
in addition thereto the Director of Public 
Safety may. in his discretion, revoke the 


permit or permits of any person so convicted 
if he is the holder of the same. 

15. If any section, clause or provision of 
this ordinance shall be adjudged invalid, such 
adjudication shall apply only to that section, 
dause or provision so adjudged and the re- 
mainder of the ordinance shall continue valid 
and effective. 

16. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 


Binconsistent with or conflicting with this 


ordinance are hereby repealed, and this or- 
dinance shall take effect immediately upon 
final passage and publication according to

law.

New York jobbers move to put teeth in rules—plan 
approved by 26 members of group—decision comes os

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—A vigorous resolution was announced by the Metro- 
politan Jobbers’ Association this week as a move toward correcting practices otf 
unfair competition which have been reported to the organization. The resolutions 
are said to be the final result of a visit by representatives from the operators’ 
organizations in metropolitan territory who came before the MJA at a recent 
meeting. The operators’ spokesmen frankly told the jobbers of certain unethical 
practices that were proving detrimental to the operators’ business and asked for 


better co-operation from the jobbers. The 


operators also promised to present specific 


facts if necessary. Benjamin H. Haskell 
prepared the resolutions adopted by the 
MJA and 26 members of the organization 
approved them. 

; The resolutions as approved are as fol- 
ows: 

Whereas, It is commonly known that 
some of the members of the association 
have been engaged in practices detri- 
mental to the industry, and 

Whereas, The continuance of these 
practices would undermine the business 
of the other members, who have not en- 
gaged in such practices, and 

Whereas, The organization has found 
it difficult in the past to enforce the 
performances of the rules and regulations 
and by-laws of the association, and 

Whereas, It is the belief of the mem- 
bers that a deposit of a sum of money 
by each member will secure the perform- 
ance of such rules, regulations and by- 


Resolved, That each member deposit 
the sum of $100 and a like sum of $100 
for each and every branch that he may 
own, in a separate security fund, for the 
purpose of securing the performance of all 
rules, regulations and by-laws of our as- 
sociation. That the said sum be de- 
posited within one week from this meet- 


ing. 

It is further 

Resolved, That the failure to deposit 
said sum within the said time shall be 
deemed a violation of the rules, regula- 
tions and by-laws of our association and, 
it is further 

Resolved, That the failure to pay for 
any merchandise purchased by any mem- 
ber from any other member, or the 
failure to honor any check issued by any 
member to another member shal] like- 
wise be considered as a violation of the 
rules, regulations and by-laws of our 
association. 

It is further 

Resolved, That our members shall not 
co-operate with members who violate 
such rules, regulations and by-laws of 
our association, and any member so co- 
operating shall be deemed to be violating 
the rules, regulations and by-laws of our 
association. 

It is further 

Resolved, That any member who vio- 
lates the rules, regulations and by-laws 
of this association as set forth in this 
resolution or otherwise, shall be deemed 
not in good standing and shall not be en- 
titled to the privileges of membership. 

It is known that many members of the 
organization had beer striving for some 
such resolution for some time. They 
wanted something with teeth in it. Hopes 
for a more stabilized jobber situation 
have been greatly strengthened by the 
resolution.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—The largest attendance in the history of the Amalgamated 
Vending Machine Operators’ Association was recorded at a hectic 40-minute session 
at the Lizmore Hotel November 26. Three important resolutions were passed to 
offset the adverse publicity which had appeared in the Bronx relative to coin ma- 
chines. Marvin Liebowitz, president, demonstrated his ability to preside at a 


meeting when important issues arouse discussion. 


The meeting started at a 


rapid pace when Joseph Fishman, director, appeared amid applause on the platform 


to review the situation as it existed in 
the Bronx at the present time. He sug- 
peoted three resolutions which would 

erve to offset the unfavorable publicity 
now known to exist. 

The three resolutions were quickly 
placed before the organization by motion. 
The first resolution was to “do away with 
penny play games altogether.” It was 
said that certain officials insisted that 

e penny games caused children to spend 
their pennies in the machines and hence 
were the cause of complaints from par- 
ents, teachers and others. Officials 
argued that if the penny games were dis- 
continued these complaints would prob- 
ably cease. This resolution was quickly 
adopted. 

The second resolution adopted referred 
to the use of more than one game on any 
location. The resolution pledged the 
members to the policy of placing only 
one game in any location. This would 
eliminate the criticism that certain lo- 
cations were taking on the appearance of 
“gaming centers.” 


The third resolution was felt to be 
, the most conciliatory of all by the coin- 
men toward teachers and school officials 
who have complained about games being 
too near to schools. This resolution de- 
| Biclared that no game would be placed 
> within 200 feet of any school. 
‘ The operators assembled on a 24-hour 
. notice and felt that they had accom- 
plished big results in 40 minutes.

Mayors Confer on 
Weighty Problems 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Some 200 mayors 
of American cities were here last week 
attending the United States Conference 
of Mayors meeting at the Congress 
Hotel. Included in the number were 
Mayor La Guardia and other mayors 
who have taken active and open atti- 
tudes in regard to coin machines of va- 
rious types. But the conference was 
seriously occupied with weighty matters 
of relief, rehabilitating city finances 
and other problems, and if coin ma- 
chines were mentioned it was not re- 
ported. 

Lengthy details of legislation on coin 
machines had been placed before the 
mayors of the cities earlier in the year. 
thru such agencies as the United States 
Conference of Mayors, The United States 
Municipal News and the American Legtis- 
lators’ Association. All the various laws 
in States and cities affecting coin ma- 
chines have been tabulated and made 
available for study by city officials in 
shaping further legislation. Mayor 
La Guardia presented a strong plea to 
the mayors of various cities several 
months ago for a strong curbing of the 
operation of slot machines.

Sportlands Are 


Business Tonic 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Coin-machine 
life has found a new tonic in Washing- 
ton. It’s in sportlands. Not quite two 
months ago the first one was opened 
on Washington’s Great White Way— 
Ninth street. William Hefter, who 
opened that one, found his most likely 
spot. It was so successful that since 
that time 13 more have opened. And 
every one is booming wth business. 

One of the odd commentaries of this 
unprecedented development is the fact 
that 12 of the sportlands were com- 
pletely furnished by the Washington 
branch of the Oriole Coin-Machine Cor- 
poration, of Baltimore. This unusual 
increase in business for Oriole has 
necessitated the adoption of a 24-hour- 
service policy. This naturally means an 
increase in personnel, and the people 
of Washington well realize the benefits 
that accrue by additional employment. 

This impetus in employment as cre- 
ated by the coin-machine business 
means a natural development of a more 
favorable attitude by the general public 
in its viewpoint of coin-operated ma- 
chines. Such conditions are the very 
step-ups needed today in all industry 
and the much-maligned coin-machine 
industry has been constantly in the 
forefront in an attempt to better to- 
day’s industrial and economical condi- 
tions. 

Curiously, the sportland idea in 
Washington was born in subsequence to 
an interview by Mr. Narlins, Oriole 
representative, and Mr. Staples, repre- 
senting his firm, with the district at- 
torney. They called at his office, seek- 
ing an opinion on a pending case and 
during the course of the interview it 
developed that the district attorney 
stated that prizes could be given for 
skill points scored by the players of pin 
machines. This, he said, could be done 
without violating any district ruling. 
It was then that Mr. Narlins and Mr. 
Staples approached Mr. Hefter. Today 
the Washington sportlands are making 
history in the coin-machine industry. 
And the people of Washington have 
come to express keen interest and avid 
enjoyment in the games. They feel, too, 
quite naturally, that Oriole has done 
much and is doing much to solve certain 
pernicious problems. Results in Wash- 
ington clearly indicate this.

which hurt the sportland business and 
the entire skill games cause. However, 
we feel that if it is legal to operate two 
machines it is legal to operate 50. We 
do not admit we were wrong by taking 
this step. We are making a sacrifice to 
co-operate with the operator. We hope 
for a solution in two weeks. The mayor 
still is in favor of allowing us to use 
merchandise prizes. If nothing definite 
develops in that time, we will seek some 
definite action.” 

A special meeting of the Skill Game 
Operators’ Association was held this 
week to consider the present situation 
and it was decided to leave further steps 
entirely up to Milton R. Atlas, attorney 
for the organization. In view of the 
unanimous passage of the amendment 
by the city council it was decided that 
no attempt would be made to seek fur- 
ther legislation until there was less divi- 
sion among the operators themselves. 

At the council proceedings this week, 
Atlas proposed an amendment which 
which would restrict locations to not 
more than three machines. He further 
suggested that a special ordinance 
should be passed to license arcades hav- 
ing more than three machines. 

This would divorce the individual op- 
erator from the sportland and game

ganization. Young also will bend his 
efforts toward reopening the operation 
of skill games in Cleveland, Akron and 
Youngstown, where these types of games

Already reports have come in from the 
Cleveland area, where Young has been 
working, to the effect that the difficulty 
between the authorities and the skill 
game operators there is rapidly nearing a 
settlement, and that the games will 
again operate unmolested within the 
very near future. 

The first official meeting of the newly 
organized Automatic Merchandisers’ As- 
sociation of Ohio will be called soon for 
the purpose of discussing problems af- 
fecting the Ohio operators and devising 
means and ways of riding the field of 
certain evils now handicapping the legit- 
imate operator.

Elmer J. Hammer that luck or chance 

was a predominant factor in the playing 

of the machines and therefore such ma- 

chines constitute illegal gambling de- 

vices banned by the Maryland law. 

During the hearing the claw machine 
which Eastern district police officers had 
patronized unsuccessfully in bringing the 
test case against Pappas was set up in 
the courtroom. During the trial, as a 
demonstration to the jury concerning 
the way the machine operates, a witness 
twice played the apparatus. 

The second nickel dropped in the ma- 
chine by John J. Shea, mechanic and 
service man for such devices, resulted in 
a perfume atomizer being lifted out of 
the machine by the claw arrangement; 
altho the witness had been told not to 
try to obtain any of the merchandise 
prizes. The police officers who brought 
the gambling charge against Pappas had 
testified that they played about $3 into 
the machine last May 2 at Pappas’ con- 
fectionery store and obtained only a total 
of eight small green candy pellets for 
their money and trouble. 

The machines, it was testified by a de- 
fense witness at the trial, are classed by 
the United States Patent Office as mer- 
chandise dispensers,
